I was prompted to write to this article whilst watching an awful piece of 
propaganda, entitled ‘Michael Palin in North Korea’. If you want to understand 
Western exceptionalism, watch this programme, first with and then without sound, 
because the only part of this presentation that makes the DPRK look bad is Palin’s 
narration. This narration leads the viewer away from the actual truth of what they 
are seeing with their own eyes, carrying hints of a threatening presence behind the 
camera, even though it appears that everyone is very welcoming to Mr Palin, even if 
they are a little bit dubious over his true intentions. This dubiety is largely justified 
by the condescending manner in which Palin acts towards his hospitable hosts. 


Western exceptionalism is extremely insidious. It has infested our culture and 
lives deep within those who either have not understood, or do not care, that western 
culture is not as prevalent in the world as the television may have us believe. 
-Globalisation may have put a McDonalds on every corner of our towns and cities- 
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and Hollywood on everyone’s screens, but it has not been successful ( at least yet ) 
in usurping all other cultures. 


I recall hearing two young work colleagues discussing something they had heard 
on the news about Iran, and how they believed we would be at war with them soon. 
This was not far from the truth, as it was leaked by a US military officer that plans 
were afoot to wage war on ‘Afghanistan, Iraq, Syria and then Iran’. The discussion 
continued, with my colleagues laughing about ‘fighting Arabs with sticks’. 
Obviously, this is a stereotype peddled by Hollywood modeled on the Bedouin 
people of centuries past. This stereotype is lazy and dangerous. Iran was a signatory 
to the JCPOA ( the Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action - an agreement between 
USA and Iran on disarmament ) and had the capability to be a nuclear power - even 
after signing this agreement, they are still a formidable force. From Iran’s point of 
view, this power is necessary to protect themselves from the same acts of aggression 
which have be fallen their neighbours: The invasions of Iraq, Afghanistan, Libya and 
Syria and the complete collapse, or in Syria’s case an attempt to collapse, their 
governments. The Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action and the myth of capitulation 
created from it explains, at least partially, why my work colleagues believed that the 
lions of the Iran were really just paper tigers. 


This same attitude persists when evaluating any countries outside of the West’s 
sphere of influence. Just like the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea ( or North 
Korea, as its referred to in Western media ). This is a country that has become 
insular and cut off from the rest of the world, not only because of US - imposed 
sanctions, but for its own protection. The Korean War and previous history have 
seen terrible atrocities committed on the Korean people. The Southern end of the 
Korean Peninsula is still militarily occupied by the USA. There are 174 military 
bases in South Korea. It is precious - little wonder then that the DPRK adopts a 
permanent siege mentality. 


Returning back to Michael Palin in his programme, he has a discussion with a 
Korean ( DPRK ) officer about his country, its ‘place in the world' and history. 


He begins this conversation by referring to the size of the DPRK's army and its 
military spending. The discussion is framed by Palin as a strange a way for a 
country to act, even though USA and the UK both spent over £800 billion on their 
military in the past year. The officer plainly states that, since 1950, they have been 
constantly threatened by the USA, so deem it necessary to have a strong military 
and nuclear arsenal. Palin replies with the condescending manner of someone who 
feels he has the correct information and needs to explain what is correct to the 
other person. The other person being a military professional and Palin being, well, a 
comedian. 


Mr Palin tells his viewers how his minders are ‘Not particuralrly happy with our 
questioning’ showing a complete lack of self - awareness to his insulting behaviour. 
In an early conversation about the Korean war, he is utterly dismissive of the officer 
and what he explains to Palin, parroting back to the officer the same lies we are 
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accustomed to in the West. His whole manner is reminiscent of an old British 
colonialist entering a foreign land and teaching the local savages how to behave 
themselves. Mr Palin's comedic talents at one time were employed satirising old 
colonial attitudes, now he personifies them. 


This programme shows some of the beauty of the DPRK and its impressive 
construction developments. Michael Palin wastes no opportunity to further push his 
chosen narrative. When he enters a lovely looking newly built airport, he takes his 
opportunity to mention that the DPRK are looking to invite tourists in, but must 
stop looking like the ‘bully boys’ first. This is said without a hint of irony, proving 
Palins willing ignorance or complete lack of self - awareness of the country of his 
birth and its Nato partners' actions around the world. 


I could pull apart this programme from start to finish, but there is one scene 
which sums up Western exceptionalism, which is when his guide takes him to 
Mount Kumgang to see some of the natural splendour of Korea. The guide, a 
charming young Korean lady, has been with him through his whole journey in this 
programme, striking up a friendly relationship with him and even celebrating 
Palin's 75th birthday with him. 


They take a hike up the Kuryong waterfall and once again he wastes no 
opportunity to insult by announcing that ‘For the first time since my arrival in the 
DPRK I feel a great sense of freedom’. Throughout this whole episode, I saw no 
impediment, but Palins own prejudices. Ironically, at the start of the programme he 
is warned by a man who runs a travel agency to shed his preconceptions of the 
country or ‘you will sort of fit everything into that box’. It is glaringly obvious he 
never took that wise advice. 


Michael Palin and his guide decide to stop for a rest on their hike and apparently 
use the seclusion for a more ‘open' conversation about their two countries. He starts 
by asking how they get news, insinuating a lack of coverage. She replies by saying 
that they received the news just the same as anyone else, by mass media, radio, 
newspapers and so on. He continues by saying how our way of life ( in Britain ) is 
based on freedom of speech and thought ( obviously not including journalists like 
Julian Assange ).He also proclaimed our ability to criticise our leaders, implying 
that in the DPRK, freedom of self - expression is scarce. The young lady retorts by 
saying ‘You have your own style in your country, but in my country, we believe in the 
leaders and they represent the masses, not the ruling class’. Palin once again shows 
a very limited understanding, offering with an answer of no relevance. He mentions 
leaders are sometimes good and sometimes bad. His mindset of European style - 
democracy and capitalism blinds him to his understanding the culture and worker - 
led democracy of the DPRK. 


The young lady shows a class consciousness that Michael Palin does not possess. 
Through the entire programme, he is the embodiment of the Western 
exceptionalism, only seeing the good in the DPRK when it reminds him of home and 
never accepting the glaring truths that you do not even need to visit the country to 
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understand. 


It is an important part of gaining class awareness to understand how we are 
propagandised against any society that has successfully shed its ruling classes and 
seeks to emancipate workers. Western exceptionalism wants us to believe that we 
rightly rule the waves, because our version of society is the only way. It never tells 
the truth that the East had civilisation way before we did and that the Democratic 
People's Republic of Korea is a better example of democracy than ours. The people 
of the DPRK have a highly developed class consciousness and national 
consciousness, formed by their long struggle against US and Japanese imperialism. 
We in Britain could learn from them, as far too many of us are unaware of the true 
history of both our class and our nation to the point where we see the wars of our 
ruling class as being ‘our wars’ when in reality we have more in common with those 
workers under attack than we have with the British ruling class.

‘Remembering the Great Leader President KIM IL SUNG, 
on the 29th Anniversary of his passing away 


I remember that fateful day in July 1994 when the great leader comrade KIM IL

passed away on the 9th of July when I was visiting my mother's house at 
Winchester, Hampshire. It was announced suddenly and abruptly on the Radio. I 
did not believe the news reports, I thought they must be false. When I heard the 
stark announcement my heart beat fast and I felt ill. I walked up my mother's 
garden to calm down. After all only a few days before on Sunday the 3rd of July I 
had returned from People's Korea travelling via Beijing, China. We had actually left 
the DPRK on Saturday 2nd of July. Our visit to the DPRK had been very successful. 
During our visit, virtually each day we saw the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG 
on the tv giving either giving on - the spot guidance or meeting foreign guests such 
as Ludo Martens the then head of the Workers' Party of Belgium. Each time he met 
foreign guests on television the theme ‘Long live Marshal KIM IL SUNGI!' was played 
which gave a certain grandeur, a real sense of presence He looked healthy and 
vigorous. To me it was impossible and unimaginable that comrade KIM IL SUNG 
leave us SO soon. 


At 2am in the morning of the 8th of July 1994 comrade KIM IL SUNG had passed 
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away suddenly whilst still at work even though it was 2am in the morning. 
I believe he had been working on documents about the economy and national 
reunification. When the news was announced by KCNA and DPRK TV people in the 
DPRK rushed to the statues of the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG. They were 
in tears and some threw themselves to the ground, how could they be parted from 
President KIM IL SUNG ? A lot of people in the West totally fail to understand the 
reverence of the Korean people for the great leader comrade KIM IL SUNG. As one 
Korean explained to me they wore the badge with the image of the President with 
pride and devotion because without the President there would be no Korea.

‘70th Anniversary of the Victory of the Korean People, 
in the Great Fatherland Liberation War' 


On the 27th of July it will be the 70th anniversary of the victory of the Korean 
people in the great Fatherland Liberation War. This was indeed a great victory as it 
was the victory of a small country over a big country, a victory of a former 
oppressed country over an imperialist power, the US. 


It reminds me of my visit to the Democratic People's Republic in July 2013 for the 
celebrations of the 60th anniversary of the Korean people's great victory over US 
imperialism in the great Fatherland Liberation War which falls on the 27th of July. 
I was able to see the magnificent and wondrous grand military parade which was an 
amazing array of fire - power demonstrating the massive Juche - oriented military 
might of People’s Korea led by dear respected Marshal KIM JONG UN. Helicopter 
pilots daringly buzzed the parade flying between buildings. For the first time the 
DPRK's long range bomber aircraft roared above Kim Il Sung square. 


In the evening we were treated to a grand firework extravaganza at the newly 
reconstructed Fatherland Liberation War Museum. The fireworks provided an 
exciting backdrop to the War Victory statue, indeed the fireworks seemed to 
represent the flames of victorious war destroying the US imperialists. Indeed 60 
years before on the very same day fireworks had lit up the sky of Pyongyang on the 
day of victory against the US imperialists , July 27th and the ground was shaken 
by a victorious military parade. I thought about the meaning of the fireworks of 
victory. 


There is no doubt that the Korean people's victory over the US imperialist 
aggressors some 70 years ago was a superhuman feat. The struggle between young 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea ( DPRK ) and the US was an unequal one, 
this is of course an understatement. It was a real David and Goliath battle. The US 
was much bigger than the DPRK in terms of size and population. It had been a 
victorious nation in the Second World War. Moreover the US war machine was 
backed by a massive industrial base and advanced technology. The DPRK had only 
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been founded less than 2 years before the war began, in fact some 21 months 
before but now had to face a titanic war with the giant of US imperialism, the 
chieftain of world imperialism, People did not expect the DPRK to survive, let alone 
win the war. How could a small country like People's Korea fight against the US and 
its puppets and vassals? The answer was in the powerful revolutionary leadership 
of Marshal KIM IL SUNG, the Juche idea and the Songun idea as well as the heroic 
self - sacrificing spirit of the Korean people and the young Korean People's Army. 


Marshal KIM IL SUNG turned the table on the arrogant Yankees and the south 
Korean puppets who had boasted that they would have ‘breakfast in Haeju, lunch in 
Pyongyang and dinner in Sinuiju' ( Haeju being a town in the far south of the DPRK 
and Sinuiju being a town on the Chinese border ) but this did not happen, instead 
the victorious DPRK wiped out the south Korean puppet forces and liberated south 
Korea, Seoul was liberated on June 28th the third day of the war. The hated 
colonial reactionary ruling machines were smashed and land was distributed to the 
peasants free of charge. The US started to heavily bomb all of Korea and drew into 
the war forces from some satellite countries. This did not stop the advance of the 
Juche - oriented Korean People's Army commanded by the great leader Marshal 
KIM IL SUNG. The KPA smashed the Yankees at Osan. Torpedo boats of the KPA 
Navy sank US cruisers and destroyers. 


The great leader Marshal KIM IL SUNG personally commanded the Taejon 
liberation battle. The U.S. 24th division was totally destroyed in the Taejon battle on 
July 20, which was the 20th day after its arrival in south Korea. A young People's 
Army took prisoner Dean himself. He was the first division commander of U.S. 
imperialist aggression forces to be taken prisoner in the Korean War. This was a 
great feat of the heroic Korean People's Army to have captured a Yankee general. 


In the first stage of the war the Korean People's Army liberated 90 percent of the 
territory of south Korea and 92 percent of the population. A truly remarkable 
accomplishment that was achieved by the self - reliant revolutionary armed forces 
of People's Korea under the command of the great leader Marshal KIM IL SUNG. 


The US threw into the war unprecedented numbers of troops and amounts of 
materials. The war raged on until July 27th 1953 when the US knelt down and 
signed the Armistice Agreement. 


Clark, the US commander who signed the Armistice Agreement lamented his fate 
as the first U.S. Forces commander who failed to win victory and signed the 
armistice agreement During the three - year long Fatherland Liberation War, the 
U.S. imperialists lost over 1,567,000 men, including more than 405,000 of their 
own armed forces, and an enormous amount of combat equipment and war 
supplies, including over 12,200 aircraft, more than 560 warships and ships, over 
3,200 tanks and armoured vehicles of different types, more than 13,350 trucks and 
7,690 artillery pieces of various types. This is only part of the bitter setbacks 
suffered by them in the war. They also suffered irretrievable political and moral 
defeats. It was a great victory for the Korean people and opened up a new era of anti 
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- US, anti - imperialist struggle. Indeed Korea was the war before Vietnam ! 


The victory in the Fatherland Liberation War was due to the outstanding and 
brilliant commanding art of the great leader Generalissimo KIM IL SUNG, a military 
strategic genius and ever - victorious iron - willed brilliant commander. The 
fireworks that lit up on the sky of Pyongyang on the 27th of July 1953 and July 
27th 2013 symbolise the fact that the victory of the Korean people will be 
everlasting and will shine forever. One day the US will be compelled to completely 
withdraw from Korea and the fireworks of victory will light up the sky's of a 
reunified Korea, from Mt Paektu to Mt Halla!

In this process of ‘distorting’ the truth and reality of Korea's DPRK into shameful lies 
and portraying this great country as a terrifying place 
that no sane person would think of saying anything good, 
it is definitely within the purview of the propaganda masters in Washington ...' 


Comrade Alan Bolon in his speech exposed current threats against People’s Korea. 
He concluded that: 


',.. Let our enemies know that the truth about People's Korea 
will be preached with even greater ferocity and intensity by us, 
more than all their invented lies. Let's not remain passive.Let's be active. 


Let them know, that the support and love of the free Korean people,

35,383 people during the war. Dr Hudson ended his talk by saying: 


'... The task for us in KFA UK is to strengthen solidarity with People’s Korea 
and to make sure that the truth about the start of the Korean War 
and the crimes of US imperialism in the war.

Speech of Dr Dermot Hudson, 
to Korean Friendship Association UK, 
online anti - US solidarity seminar with People's Korea 
25th of June 2023 


Today I am going to talk about who started the Korean War or the Fatherland 
Liberation War and about US imperialism’s brutal atrocities against the Korean 
people. 


The other day in a KFA UK telegram chat someone mentioned the liberal US 
academic and so - called 'Korea expert’ Prof Bruce Cumings. Cummings differs from 
many of the imperialist and bourgeois academic establishment in that rather out 
rightly blaming the DPRK for the war, Cumings takes the classic liberal ‘plague on 
both your houses’ position and says both sides were equally responsible. In fact I 
believe Cumings even argues that the question of who fired the first shot has no 
significance as the Korean war was a civil war. However this approach which of 
course appeals to liberals, Trotskyites, social democrats, anarchists and complete 
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cynics, conveniently absolves US imperialism from the blame of starting the war 
and of the awful crimes committed by the US during the war. 


In fact the issue of who fired the first shot, of who lit the fuse, is very much as a 
key question because firstly, US imperialism’s intervention and the invasion of the 
DPRK were justified on the grounds that the US under the cover of ‘police action’ 
and defending an ally from ‘aggression’. Secondly, by falsely painting the DPRK as 
being responsible for the outbreak of the war, the US demonized the DPRK for 
decades and still demonises the DPRK to this day. It is part and parcel, in fact a key 
part, the hostile propaganda against the DPRK. For many years the DPRK was 
denied diplomatic recognition by Western countries as well as facing sanctions and 
trade blockades. 


First, let's examine the question of who really did start the Korean War, or who 
attacked first. I am going to start with a story that was told to me by a member of 
the Communist Party of Great Britain branch that I was in after I had raised the 
subject of the DPRK in a branch. This man was actually a schoolteacher and in fact 
had been head of the English department at a secondary school. His story was as 
follows ; one day he was taking a party of schoolchildren around the offices of the 
‘Daily Herald' newspaper ( a paper long since gone ). In those days there was no 
email or internet, instead you had the ticker tape that was printed out. A the 
beginning of the visit, the ticker tape came through with the words ‘South Korea has 
Attacked North Korea’, however one or two hours later, the ticker tape read ‘North 
Korea Attacks South Korea!'. This is of course an early example of the news being 
changed or manipulated by the imperialist media. We have to always remember that 
in Western countries there is not objective news but fake news created by the 
mainstream media. 


The US had long coveted the Korean peninsula because of its geographical position 
as well as abundant natural resources. US aggression against Korea began in the 
19th Century. 


The US, which had occupied south Korea in 1945 and created a puppet regime in 
south Korea, was dead against the establishment of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea in September 1948. In those days the US imperialists simply did 
not believe in the so - called containment of communism but in ‘Rollback’. John 
Foster Dulles, US secretary of state was a well - known architect of this policy. 
Dulles had made a lot of money through dealings with the German Nazi party in the 
1930s. Dulles wrote a book called 'War or Peace’ arguing for ‘liberating’ the socialist 
countries. He wrote that: 'We should make it clear ... in Eastern Europe and Asia, 
that we do not accept the status quo ... and eventual liberation is an essential and 
enduring part of our foreign policy’. In other words the aim of the US was to crush 
socialism by means of force whether direct military force or other kinds of force. 


Internally the US banned the Communist Party and unleashed a wave of anti- 
communist hysteria known as McCarthyism in which even non - communist 
liberals were persecuted. 
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In south Korea the US established a puppet army under the control of a US 
military advisory group. The US armed and primed south Korea for a war against 
the DPRK. According to an official document released by the U.S. Congress, they 
handed over more than 145,000 rifles, some 2,000 machine guns and submachine 
guns, over 2,000 pieces of various calibres, 4,900 odd vehicles, 79 warships and 
others to the south Korean puppet army in 1949 alone. It is noticeable that the 
south Korean puppet navy was greatly expanded. 


The U.S. imperialists deployed most of the south Korean puppet army on the front 
along the 38th parallel and perpetrated armed provocations against the DPRK. 
In1949 the south Korean puppet army intruded into areas of the DPRK such as Mt 
Songak, Mt Unpha and other areas causing a lot of damage and casualties. The 
DPRK was attacked a total of 2 ,617 times. 


On January 26th 1950 the US concluded the US - south Korea Mutual Defence 
Treaty. On the 14th of April 1950 a then secret directive of US National Security 
Council directive NSC 68 authorised the start of the Korean war. 


Dulles, the architect of the US rollback policy, actually visited south Korea in June 
1950 just one week before the war started. It is impossible for this to have been a 
coincidence. Dulles even inspected the frontline along the 38th parallel and a 
picture shows him looking at a map. 


Dulles said to the south Korean puppet army ‘No strong enemy whatever would 
stand against you. But I hope you will strive ever harder because the day is not so far 
off when you'll have to display your great might for your own sake’. 


Addressing the south Korean puppet ‘national assembly'he said 'You are not alone. 
You will never be alone so long as you continue to play worthily your part in the great 
design for the freedom of human beings’. This was a coded message to the south 
Korean puppets to start the war. 


After visiting south Korea Dulles stopped off in Tokyo and met with General 
Bradley and General Douglas McArthur as well as US defence secretary Johnson. 


Again this meeting cannot have been coincidental. On the 22rd of June Dulles 
stated, somewhat cryptically and enigmatically, 'The United States will soon take 
some positive action’. It was evident that the meeting was to finalise the provocation 
of the Korean War. 


The DPRK’s population was only half that of south Korea, so it would be absurd 
for it to try and initiate a war against south Korea. Moreover on the day the war 
broke out it was pointed out by a British soldier in Korea, Julian Tunstall that ‘the 
Rhee army had six fully equipped divisions sitting just below or quite close to the 38th 
parallel ... So far it can be judged the KPA had 2 below combat strength divisions on 
or near the 38th parallel’. 
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On the 23rd of June, south Korean puppet forces began an artillery bombardment 
of the areas north of the 38th parallel. 


On the early morning of the 25th June the south Korean forces under the 
command of the American Military Advisory Group started the attack on the DPRK. 
The 17th regiment of the south Korean puppet army pushed forward in Taetan and 
Pyoksong and the First Infantry attacked in the Kaesong area. They intruded 12 
kilometres into DPRK territory. The DPRK demanded they stop at once but this was 
ignored so the DPRK went over to the counteroffensive. It should be noted that the 
DPRK only launched the counter - offensive after warning south Korea to halt its 
attack. 


On the morning of the 25th of June 650 US women and children were evacuated 
by the Norwegian ship the Reinford at 3am in the morning. US accounts put the 
war as starting at 6am so how would the US know in advance to plan the 
evacuation of its nationals? 


The famous American journalist John Gunther wrote his book ‘Riddle of McArthur’ 
that a US staff officer in Tokyo on the 25th of June was called to the phone and 
came back and whispered, 'A big story has just broken. The South Koreans have 
attacked North Korea’. 


Choe Dok Sin ,former South Korean Army commander, south Korean foreign 
minister and South Korean ambassador to the UN stated he saw the secret order of 
Syngham Rhee ( south Korean puppet dictator ) to start the war. 


All the above facts show that it was not the DPRK that provoked or started the 
Fatherland Liberation War but the south Korean puppets egged on by their Yankee 
overlords. 


For those who want more detailed information I recommend the book ‘The US 
imperialists Started the Korean War' and also the book ‘US Distortion of the 
Provocation of the Korean War'. 


President KIM IL SUNG summed up the Fatherland Liberation War as follows 
The Fatherland Liberation War waged by our people was a fierce, anti - imperialist, 
antt - US struggle against the allied forces of world reaction headed by US 
imperialism and a bitter class struggle against the enemies of the people’. 


The war was a struggle against US imperialism and the allied forces of world 
including Britain under Attlee, but also significantly fascist, reactionary and feudal 
regimes such as Apartheid South Africa, Colombia of the death squads, fascist 
Greece and Haile Selaissie's Ethiopia .Surely it was not a coincidence It was no 
coincidence that George Lincoln Rockwell the founder and leader of the American 
Nazi Party served as a lieutenant commander in the US imperialist forces during the 
war! 
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During the Fatherland Liberation War the US imperialists carried out all kinds of 
horrendous atrocities against the Korean people. 1.2 million civilians were killed 
through massacre by the US imperialists during the war. As President KIM IL SUNG 
said ‘Engels once called the British army the most brutal army. During the Second 
World War, the German fascist army surpassed the barbarism of the British army. No 
human brain could ever imagine more diabolic and terrible cruelty than those done by 
the Hitler gangsters at that time. But in Korea, the Americans have far exceeded the 
Hitlerites!' 


At Sinchon county the US imperialists and their collaborators such as former 
landlords and capitalists, massacred 35,383 people including children, women 
elderly people. The DPRK built a special museum in Sinchon county for the purpose 
of anti - US, anti - imperialist education. I have visited the Sinchon Museum 5 
times, the old museum 3 times and the new Sinchon Museum. It is about 2 hours 
by road from Pyongyang. The new Sinchon museum was constructed at the site of 
where the massacre of mothers and children occurred. Previously people would visit 
the museum which stood in the town of Sinchon and then come to the spot where 
the US imperialists murdered mothers and children. Visiting the museum in 
October 2015 and April 2017 which was much bigger than the old one we saw the 
grim and truly stomach turning evidence of the Yankee imperialists' crime in Korea. 
The US imperialist army had temporarily occupied Sinchon County, south 
Hwanghae province from October 1950 to December 195 and killed on average 500 
per day. Really the Yankees and their puppets outdid the Nazis in terms of 
savagery, as they managed to kill so many people in such a short space of time and 
in a confined area. The US imperialists used all kinds of barbaric and bestial 
methods of killing and acted like wild animals. 


The new Sinchon Museum is equipped with the latest technology and even 
includes sound effects. An atmosphere of anti - US, anti - imperialist militancy was 
created by the song 'Death to the US imperialist aggressors’ being played over the PA 
system. There were anti - US posters on display and one could purchase cheap 
booklets such as ‘Sinchon Indicts the Yankee barbarians’. Real no - nonsense anti - 
imperialism which you will rarely find anywhere else in the world. There is also a 
revenge pledging ground as well. When Marshal KIM JONG UN visited the Sinchon 
Museum in November 2015 he said 'U.S. imperialism is the arch - villain of 
aggression which came into being and got fattened with aggression and plundering 


Its nature and brutality as an aggressor remain unchanged forever, and if there is 
any change today, it has got more insidious and crafty in the method to satisfy its 
greed for aggression ... To intensify the class education is more urgent today when 
the younger generation, who experienced neither exploitation and oppression nor 
the stern trials of war, have emerged the driving force of the revolution. The class 
education should not be delayed or neglected for a moment though time passes and 
generations are replaced, but it should be intensified in depth and on a permanent 
basis. 
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As fish cannot live without water, it is impossible to think about sovereign life of 
people and dignity and value of human beings without anti - imperialist, anti - U.S. 
education and class education. 


The US did not just carried out massacres in the DPRK but also in south Korea. 
Many south Korean communists and people perceived to be sympathisers of the 
DPRK were killed by US troops. At No Gun ri in south Korea in July 1950 US troops 
from the7th Cavalry killed 400 civilian refugees. Basically, the US killed people in 
south Korea which they were claiming to defend. 


The US also used biological and chemical weapons against the DPRK. The US 
imperialists took over the biological warfare programme of the Japanese 
imperialists, the notorious Unit 731. They created a special biological warfare centre 
at Fort Detrick, Maryland, USA At the instructions of MacArthur, the then 
commander of the U.S. forces in the Far East, Shiro Ishii and other war criminals of 
the unit were involved in the research of germ weapons carried out by the U.S. 
forces. 


The data of the unit were transferred to a unit of the U.S. forces known as a centre 
for the study of biological weapons at that time an rd U.S. scientists worked out 
more than 20 kinds of study reports based on it. 


Based on the data presented by Japanese experts on germ warfare and its own 
research, the U.S. carried out several experiments of germ weapons spreading 
cholera and Japanese encephalitis among south Koreans in 1946 and 1949. 


The U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff drafted an emergency operational plan for germ 
warfare based on it and put the plan into practice against the Korean people during 
the Korean war ... The U.S. imperialist aggression forces who had put the northern 
half of Korea under their temporary occupation during the June 25 war were beaten 
back by the Korean People's Army and took to flight when they spread in a crafty 
manner a number of contagious disease germs including smallpox in many areas 
including Pyongyang, Yangdok County of South Phyongan Province and Kowon and 
Jangjin counties of South Hamgyong Province between November 29 to December 
8, 1950. 


The criminal actions of the US in using germ warfare were confirmed at the time 
by the International Scientific Commission of the World Peace Council which sent 
an on the spot investigation team which included the renowned British scientist 
Professor Joseph Needham FRS. Also at the time by confessions of captured US 
personnel. 


The US dropped napalm on the DPRK as well as carrying saturation bombings on 


an unprecedented scale They. dropped bombs which is equivalent to an average of 
18 bombs on one square kilometre.

In Pyongyang City, the U.S. completely destroyed the factories, enterprises, 
educational, medical and service facilities as well as dwelling houses by dropping 
more than 428,000 bombs in more than 1,400 sorties. Especially, on July 11 and 
12, 1952, about 400 planes of the U.S. Force dropped 6,000 - odd napalm and time 
bombs, killing more than 8,000 women, the elderly and children. 


Time does not allow me to give a full and detailed account of US imperialism’s 
crimes against the Korean people. 


US imperialism’s war against the DPRK and the Korean people was not ‘police 
action' or an action to defend peace but an attempt at the genocide of the entire 
Korean nation. It was a war of conquest against the DPRK, a war to destroy the 
Juche - based people's democratic system in the DPRK as well to destroy socialism 
in Asia and the world. It was also a war against national liberation movements. 


The task for us in KFA UK is to strengthen solidarity with People’s Korea and to 
make sure that the truth about the start of the Korean War and the crimes of US 
imperialism in the war. Remember that the past determines the present and the 
future.

Dear listeners! Today's ‘Online Solidarity Seminar with People's Korea Against US 
imperialism’ is not only to support the People's Korea in these very ‘hot days', when 
the American imperialists intensify dangerous provocations and activate their 
military forces right on the Demilitarized Zone with the People's Korea, but also to 
show the true face of this imperialism, a face hostile not only to the People's Korea, 
but hostile to all progressive and free world of all societies, that want to live in peace 
and choose their own paths of development and their own life according to their 
own rules and principles, not imposed by Western imperialism. 


Is worth to mention on the beginning this lecture, that KFA UK activity with 
yesterday's picket to the US embassy and south Korean puppets embassy are 
nothing common with discriminating against the ordinary American people, the 
American working class and ordinary American citizens, who do not identify with 
the imperialist policies of their state and who are under the yoke of imperialist rules 
and political gangs of financial and economic corporations. 


Let's start with a topic that has already been discussed many times but is so 
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important that it should be constantly refreshed and shown, it is the topic of 
Western and imperialist hostile propaganda regarding the DPRK. 


Firstly, as we know and observing in this propaganda war, we see how intensively 
and with the involvement of huge financial and material resources, American 
imperialism with its collateral allies of servile puppet state governments, is trying to 
convince the whole world and influence the consciousness of the people through the 
mass media that only it is the 'camp of true peace and democracy’ and ‘guardian of 
world peace’. The press agencies, the great corporations of the American and 
Western press industries of the so - called ‘free world’ are financed from public 
taxpayers and producing lies on industrial scale. If you look at them closely and 
confront this lies with the existing reality of the DPRK, make an analysis and 
compare the true life of citizens of the DPRK, and compare it to this what is actually 
in a given topic of fabricated lies, in fact, these lies does not have any informative 
value, are often unreliable in the events they describe and often forcibly dramatized. 


Of course. It must be like that. Because the mission of these so called 'news 
reports about DPRK' and their purpose is to not shows the true, but deceive and not 
to reliably inform about what is in reality. They can not show the reality. The truth, 
is quite different. Behind the 'mask' of the fake defenders of the interests of world 
peace, there is a powerful war machine and its arms a huge industry of producing 
hostile propaganda, and all forces include militaries to remain the US in a position 
of imperialist hegemony. 


The imperialist position of the US has committed many crimes in the world and 
continues to do so. How hostile American imperialism is not only to the DPRK but 
to all of humanity, just to reminds some of the facts: 


In all, the number of wars unleashed by the US just after 11th of September only, 
caused the deaths of 4,5 million people. And it is not only due to the military 
attacks but to their consequences such as a violence, hunger, destruction and 
disease. However, this number is still growing as the consequences of conflict 
persist. According to the data only 3,6 - 3,7 millions people died from the reasons 
described as ‘indirect causes’ such as a deterioration of economic, environmental, 
psychological conditions and the health situation. We all also know the huge 
number of victims of American aggression in Korea, or other military aggressions in 
Vietnam or Syria or Iraq. 


This is the face of American imperialism. 


To understand DPRK meets with such fierce hostility, to understand why the 
existence of a free, independent and wanting to go their own way - the way of 
building socialism according to the Juche idea, we need to understand the nature of 
imperialism presented in their international politic by the dominated by the 
bourgeois classes and capitalist financial and economic corporations government of 
the USA. 
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They created this policy hostile to the DPRK and we should look beyond them and 
create a world of Western media manipulations and lies. The interests of world 
imperialism and its main player on the world stage, which is the US, clash and 
contradict the interests of the existence of a free and socialist state of the DPRK. 
The interest of imperialism is to maintain hegemony and domination in the world, 
subjugation for exploitation and economic gain. Capitalism is ruled by profit. In 
order to have a profit, you need to constantly spend new efforts and resources. In 
order to gain these exhausting forces and means, one must constantly conquer 
them even by military force. 


The press agencies of the so - called ‘free world' from the great corporations of the 
American and Western press about DPRK, if you look at them closely and confront 
them with the existing reality, make an analysis and compare with what is actually 
in a given topic, in fact they do not have any informative value, are often unreliable 
in the events they describe and often forcibly dramatized. 


It must go that way. Because the mission of these news reports about DPRK and 
their purpose is to deceive and unreliably inform about what is in reality. 


In this process of ‘distorting’ the truth and reality of Korea's DPRK into shameful 
lies and portraying this great country as a terrifying place that no sane person 
would think of saying anything good, it is definitely within the purview of the 
propaganda masters in Washington, heavily paid by the imperialist politicians. We 
must understand the essential fact that any government that truly challenges 
capitalism or imperialism will stand, is the subject of an uninterrupted campaign of 
slander and lies conducted by so called: 'reputable' and 'serious' commentators, and 
sooner or later becomes the object of propaganda but also a military attack from the 
US. This was the case with Syria, Iraq, Yugoslavia ... However, in the case of the 
DPRK, the case is different. Here, the American imperialists, despite many 
provocations, are and will be afraid of open conflict. Because the strength and 
defense potential of the DPRK, not only technical, but above all concentrated in the 
power of patriotism and anti - imperialist approach, is able to wipe out not only 
American imperialism but all its vassals - allies. Why does the existence of a free 
and independent state that wants to go its own way, independent of anyone, meet 
with such fierce resistance and constant attacks from the resistance dominated by 
bourgeois classes and circles of capitalist corporations who shape hostility to the 
DPRK? 


There are also historical reasons. The Second World War in the Pacific area was for 
the most part a competition between the economic interests of the United States 
and economic interests of Japan for control of the Pacific, including the Korean 
peninsula. Japan was occupied Korea from 1910 to 1945 then the Japanese 
oppressors were driven out by the Korean resistance movement, whose leader was 
the founder of the DPRK - Kim Il Sung, then until the complete victory of the Soviet 
Union over fascism and into the Pacific War and beyond after Tokyo's 
announcement of surrender, the USA, for its economic and political interests, was 
constantly trying to take control of former colonial possessions of Japan, including 
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the territory of Korea. 


The activities of guerrilla warfare, waging a heroic liberation struggle and the 
armed resistance of the people's army under the command of Kim Il Sung thwarted 
these plans. Already the first decrees of the newly formed people's government 
expropriated the wealthy owners, large corporations and hereditary families of 
capitalists that dominate until today both over U.S. foreign policy and the mass 
media. And they have been for many generations considered the DPRK a threat to 
their interests. This threat is the lack of consent to their interests and the free 
inflow of US capital. If it were allowed, what would DPRK become today? It would be 
another American colony shaped as a Western neoliberal vassal model, as is the 
case with its southern neighbor with a puppet government controlled from 
Washington. 


We know the reasons why the image of the DPRK is distorted and changed in the 
media. This was and is also the case with the Korean War. Perpetuated in the world 
and constantly repeated lie about the ‘aggression’ and ‘attack’ of the ‘northern 
Korean' regime on the ‘southern free democracy region of Korean peninsula’, is one of 
the most popular and widespread and constantly ‘reheated’ lies of Western 
propaganda . 


How was it actually? 


According to the American version, the aggression came from the north and it is 
the DPRK that is the aggressor, and it happened through a series of attacks along 
the line outlined by Americans of the artificial dividing line of the 38th parallel into 
a 'sovereign' country according to them. But what kind of sovereignty are we talking 
about in the case of a state created artificially and maintained by foreign military 
forces? 


It is fully ridiculous for the Americans to claim that these attacks constituted a 
violation of an internationally recognized border state and the invasion of foreign 
forces. How can Koreans invade their own Korean territory with 'foreign' forces? The 
cruelty of American imperialism during the Korean War is unparalleled in the world. 
By 1953, over 3 million Koreans died on the battlefield and every building in the 
north, having more than one floor, American bombs turned into piles of rubble. The 
survivors lived in caves. Significant, though rarely mentioned, is the fact that the 
bombing of the air of the civilian population has become a distinctive way the 
conduct of wars by the imperialist powers, including - from the time of II World War 
by the USA. As a result of the long term subdivision of the Korean peninsula, more 
perpetuated by the war two socio - political and economic systems were created, 
one, a southern neo - colonial entity without its own identity and sovereignty, which 
cemented the former power and wealth of a small class of landowners, compradors 
and Japanese collaborators through the neoliberal principles of uncivilized and anti 
- human capitalism, protected by American troops stationed, and the other north of 
the People's Korea - which, as a result of initiating far - reaching reforms in the 
interest of the majority of the broad masses of society, built a system of social 
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justice and prosperity under the banner of Juche socialism. 


Also to understand the past and present provocations of US imperialism, one must 
understand the very nature of imperialism and its capitalist oppressive character. 


It must be said that hatred and attempts to destroy revolutionary governments 
have always been part of US official policy. These goals were attempted to be 
achieved by exporting the so - called ‘color revolutions' and organizing resistance 
with financial and organizational support in those countries that have not accepted 
and do not want to adopt the Western - style liberal capitalist model of the Yankee 
colony at the service of the US elite. And also by using developed trade embargo 
strategies and putting pressure on other countries to have these implemented 
ostensibly to 'defend the values of democracy’ or create 'a free democratic world’. In 
the past, the USA has always armed and financed the enemies of socialist 
countries, i.e. those whose democracy comes from the will of the people and not 
from the circle of capitalist elites ruthlessly plundering the rest of society through 
exploitation and oppression with the state machine, working from public taxes and 
on the order of international economic and political corporations gangs. In the past, 
the USA also always violated the borders of socialist countries, threatened with 
nuclear weapons, and shouted anti - socialist and pro - capitalist fables to its 
citizens, propaganda shriek and gibberish of propaganda full of lies and distortions. 
Refraining from nothing that might hinder the efforts of these States to build 
prosperous, independent and non - exploitative societies; by blocking the supply of 
essential goods and forcing them to bear the crippling burden of defense spending, 
the Americans present the resulting economic woes as evidence of the 
mismanagement and inherent shortcomings of revolutionary socialism.

But, the history of DPRK, its creation and development, is also 
full of great and glorious achievements. The DPRK implemented economic justice, 
equality, women's rights, and freedom from the domination of all foreign powers. 
But at every step along this difficult road, paid for with blood as in the Korean War, 
she had to face the stubborn resistance of the United States, and how often she was 
alone in this fight, without help, on the contrary, DPRK has fought and continues to 
fight open hostility from developed capitalist countries alone. 


In this fight, the DPRK showed the world that US imperialism is not an 
insurmountable force. Korean national pride and great revolutionary spirit are to 
this day a flame that is immortal and indestructible. This flame is inextinguishable 
and the revolutionary spirit resurrected by the great father of the nation, Kim Il 
Sung, is invincible, because it is the truly strength of the people's masses, the 
strength of minds and hearts united in a victorious march in building a world, 
where man is the master of the world and transforming world due to his needs and 
demands. In this world, directed by the immortal Juche idea, exploitation man by 
man and oppression does not exist. It is contrary to liberal and capitalist world full 
of inequality, war and violence. It is a wonderful world of equality and lack of any 
divisions, justice, prosperity and a happy, liberated and full rich life in every aspect 
of human nature. This world is created by DPRK citizens to lead the only correct 
political - economic - social system, which is Juche socialism. 


US imperialism threats to People’s Korea and regime change plans are very real 
and not just on paper. Last year the journalist Abby Martin showed film footage 
which showed US and south Korean troops practicing attacking mock - ups of what 
were clearly homes in the DPRK. 


In March the US and south Korea resumed the large - scale military exercises, that 
Trump put on hold from 2018. Although many here will disagree with the domestic 
politics of Trump and his general personality, Biden is a far worse warmonger than 
Trump and he is very hostile to the DPRK. 


From the 13th of March this year for 11 days the 'Freedom Shield’ war exercises 
were actually greater in scale than the old Foal Eagle exercises. A B1 nuclear 
bomber was involved and the nuclear aircraft carrier Howard Lorenzen. 
Significantly the exercises included leadership removal’ and beheading operations 
drills which clearly aim at the destruction of the socialist system of the DPRK. Five 
rounds of live fire annihilation drills which began in May are being staged by the US 
and south Korean militaries and will conclude in a few days time. 


Therefore, our important task, goal and subject of all activities, should be to 
actively defend the truth about the DPRK and show the face of American 
imperialism in this truth. Let our enemies know that the truth about People's Korea 
will be preached with even greater ferocity and intensity by us, more than all their 
invented lies. Let's not remain passive. Let's be active. 


Let them know, that the support and love of the free Korean people, love and 
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dignity to achievements of Juche style socialism, is on our mouths and in our 
hearts, and we are ready to act and defend the People's Korea with militancy and 
the revolutionary spirit of Mount Paektu, with the slogan of the Korean People's 
Army - 'Do or Die!’

It was on the 4th of June 1937 that the revolutionary fighters of the KPRA carried 
out a daring and audacious operation to advance into the Korean homeland, under 
the command of the great leader comrade Kim Il Sung. General Kim Il Sung the 
commander of the KPRA had put forward the bold policy of advancing into the 
Korean homeland and to strike at the Japanese imperialist occupiers. 
The Japanese imperialists who had annexed Korea in 1910 were severely 
oppressing the Korean people, literally strangling the life out of them and trying to 
obliterate everything Korean.

Those flames will shine like a ray of hope in the hearts of our people 
suffering from maltreatment and hunger, 


and will spread throughout our three - thousand - ri land like a torch of struggle.

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by them that ‘Japan and Korea are one’. 


We, the KPRA, will tighten our grip on our weapons of revenge 
and liberate our 23 million fellow countrymen suffering from hunger and poverty, 
ignorance and darkness. 


We will liberate our fatherland come what may, 
and establish a people’s country free from oppression and exploitation 
on the land of the independent fatherland ...' 


Indeed the flames of Pochonbo symbolised the cleansing of Japanese imperialism 
from Korea and the destruction of the old society of exploitation and oppression. 


The victory in the Pochonbo battle, which was due to the protean guerrilla tactic of 
the great leader comrade Kim Il Sung, was a powerful inspiration to the oppressed 
peoples of the world in their anti - imperialist, anti - colonialist struggle. As one 
third world liberation fighter wrote 'The beacon fire of Pochonbo marked a great 
event which gave confidence in struggle to not only the Korean people under the 
colonial rule of Japanese imperialism, but also to the world revolutionary oppressed 
people, groaning in those days under the heels of the imperialist aggressors - fascist 
Germany, Italy, Japanese imperialism and American and British imperialism’. 


Today the battle of Pochonbo remains a potent inspiration and model of success 
in guerrilla struggle for anti - imperialist independence movements. The beacon fire 
of independence lit in Pochonbo 86 years ago still burns brightly in the 
independent, self - reliant DPRK, the land of Juche.

It Is Necessary to Heighten Vigilance 
against NATO's Expansion into Asia - Pacific: 
International Affairs Analyst of DPRK 


Jong Kyong Chol, an international affairs analyst of the DPRK, released the 
following article Jt is necessary to heighten vigilance against NATO's moves to extend 
its sphere of influence to the Asia - Pacific region' on Friday: 


Recently, the secretary general of NATO let out a load of rubbish about the DPRK's 
military reconnaissance satellite launch. Lashing out at its projected military 
satellite launch using ballistic missile technology, he said that it escalates tensions 
and poses a serious threat to the security in the relevant region and others. 


The DPRK's military reconnaissance satellite launch is just a self-defensive 
measure to cope with the ever more undisguised military threats by the U.S. and its 
vassal forces in the Asia - Pacific region. It has nothing to do with NATO across 
continent and ocean. 


If NATO feels concern about the DPRK's military reconnaissance satellite launch, it 
is just a clear revelation of its sinister intention to find itself in the Asia - Pacific 
region under the pretext of the non - existent ‘threat from north Korea’. 


This is not the first time for the secretary general of NATO to recklessly poke his 
nose into the issue of the Korean peninsula and say this or that about the exercise 
of the just right to self - defence by a sovereign state. 


The extremely interventionist and provocative remarks of the secretary general of 
NATO are by no means unrelated to the latest moves of NATO which is making 
repeated appearance in the Asia - Pacific region beyond its operation sphere to stir 
up concern about conflict and dispute. 


The 'war chariot’ NATO is dashing toward the Asia - Pacific region, not content 
with bringing a war calamity to Ukraine at the end of its ceaseless eastward 
advance. Such moves provoke vigilance of regional countries. 


In April and June last year, NATO dispatched the chairman of its Military 
Commission to south Korea and Japan respectively to hold confabs on further 
strengthening partnership and military cooperation. Late in June, NATO invited 
Japan, Australia, New Zealand and south Korea to the summit held in Madrid for 
the first time, in which it called for closer cooperation with its fellow countries in the 
Indo - Pacific region. 
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The secretary general of NATO , who made junkets to south Korea and Japan at 
the outset of this year six years after his last visit, called for united counteraction of 
the ‘democratic’ countries against the threat by the ‘authoritarian’ countries, 
asserting that things happening in the region are important to Europe and NATO, 
and vice versa. 


This is a formal statement that NATO will interfere in the issues arising in the 
Asia-Pacific region in contingency, clearly showing what NATO seeks in its advance 
toward the region that gets more and more frequent in recent years. 


As unanimously commented by the international community, NATO is accelerating 
its advance toward the region. This is aimed to expand its operation sphere in the 
light of the present structure of international relations inching close to the ‘new 
Cold War’, thus turning itself into ‘global NATO' serving the U.S. strategy for world 
domination. 


NATO, which should have disappeared along with the end of the Cold War, is 
getting frantic with military intervention in the Asia - Pacific region at the U.S. beck 
and call. This fact is arousing strong vigilance of regional countries and the 
international community. 


As proven by historical facts, all the places NATO forces set their blood - tainted 
jackboots on under the berets of ‘human rights, democracy and peace' were surely 
torn by internal dispute, war and mass killings. 


More serious is the fact that there exist in the region some dishonest forces 
seeking to catch a fish in the troubled waters of their geopolitical confrontation with 
the rivals by inviting NATO. 


Its typical evidence, including the recently accelerated establishment of missions 
between NATO, Japan and south Korea and a joint cyber drill, constitutes a danger 
signal that the military collusion between the aggressor forces in the Atlantic and 
the Pacific has entered the stage of full-scale implementation. 


NATO, the very one that caused the outbreak of a large - scale regional war in the 
European continent, is bringing a fresh war crisis to the Asia - Pacific region. This 
should not be overlooked. 


The Asia - Pacific region is not a NATO's war playground. 


The countries in the region should not forget the history of distress they 
underwent due to outsiders. And they should see through the extremely dangerous 
moves of the ‘war chariot’ NATO crazily dashing to the region and the catastrophic 
consequences to be entailed by it, and maximize their vigilance against it. 


Unless NATO stops the moves for war, the independent countries in the Asia - 
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Pacific region will start their action for deterring the war threat with their powerful 
might. 


If NATO continues attempting to violate the sovereignty and security interests of 
the DPRK, the latter will regard it as the foe to be dealt with like the U.S.

The first agenda item ‘On launching a bolder struggle for implementing the major 
policies for this year' was discussed. 


The participants heard a report. 


The report reviewed the signal successes achieved by our Party and people 
through their arduous and fierce struggle in the first half of the year. 


The adventurous military moves and reactionary offensive of the U.S. imperialists 
and the south Korean puppet cliques going unprecedentedly reckless have seriously 
threatened the security environment, development and interests of our state, laying 
a grave stumbling block to our advance. 


Though the subjective and objective circumstances were unfavorable, the WPK 
and the people of the DPRK have overcome difficulties through proactive and 
positive struggle under the outstanding and tested leadership of the respected 
Comrade Kim Jong Un and achieved encouraging and progressive successes to be 
proud of in all fields including the Party building, protection of national interests, 
economic construction and building of civilization. 


The report summarized the work of the Party Central Committee for wisely 
organizing and guiding the all - people struggle for achieving substantial successes 
in the national economy development and providing a decisive guarantee for the 
fulfillment of the five - year plan. 


It recalled that the Party Central Committee set it as a key issue to ensure self - 
sufficiency in food supply by increasing the country's agricultural production, 
opened up an epoch - making prospect for providing farming materials and 
strengthening the material and technical foundations of the countryside, and took 
every possible measure to successfully attain this year's grain production goal.

The firm faith of all the people that the leadership of the Party is science and 
victory gets stronger amid the struggle for implementing the resolutions of the 
plenary meetings of the Party Central Committee, and the will to pave a broad 
avenue toward self - reliant prosperity with the great might of loyalty and patriotism 
has developed into the all - people ideological sentiments.

The report referred to the analysis made by the Political Bureau of the Party 
Central Committee of some shortcomings and wrong attitudes revealed in the 
struggle for implementing the state economic policies in the first half of the year, 
and the ways for overcoming them. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee importantly put forward the 
realistic tasks to be fulfilled immediately for the sustainable and long - term 
development of agriculture. 


The report rigorously analyzed a series of wrong attitudes - failure in establishing 
strict discipline of unconditionally carrying out the national economic plans in the 
economic work for the first half of the year and in building self-supporting 
foundations of the economy in a substantial way. 
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The high goals of struggle for this year and the reality oriented to the 
comprehensive development require the major industrial sectors, the pillars of the 
state economy, to overcome the one-sidedness in production, consolidate the 
already - reached growth line and bring about a fresh upsurge in the overall 
economy through a more vigorous struggle. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee intends to put spurs to 
completing the projects for the maintenance and reinforcement, updating and 
modernization being promoted at the key industrial sectors and other sectors in 
order to make significant successes of completion for consolidating the backbone of 
the self-supporting economy one after another in the second half of the year. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee in the report stressed the 
need for all construction project headquarters to take thoroughgoing measures for 
supplying building materials in consideration of the builders' ever-growing 
enthusiasm for struggle this year that witnesses the largest-ever projects in the 
country's history of construction and to invariably push ahead with the projects as 
scheduled through a strenuous offensive while perfectly ensuring the quality of 
design and construction. 
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In particular, the report underlined the need for all sectors and units to 
responsibly conduct the work for proactively encouraging and supporting the young 
people ideologically, morally, materially and technically to ensure that their high 
patriotic enthusiasm result in shining feats and miracles, true to the noble 
intention of the Party Central Committee which entrusted the young people with the 
whole project for building a new street in the Sopho area of Pyongyang Municipality. 
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In the report, the Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee paid attention to 
the accounts of the work for carrying out the policy - oriented tasks prioritized by 
the Party at present. 


In particular, it analyzed and reviewed in detail the execution of a new childcare 
policy set forth at the Third Plenary Meeting of the Eighth Party Central Committee. 


In the past two years, provinces, cities and counties have made much effort to 
increase milk production and provide facilities for producing dairy products along 
with the establishment of the well - organized system and order for supplying dairy 
products. This made it possible to regularly supply dairy products to all the 
children at nurseries and kindergartens every day, which is one of the most 
remarkable changes made in the life of our people by the Eighth Party Central 
Committee. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee correctly found out and 
reviewed the advantages and shortcomings manifested in the execution of the 
Party's childcare policy by classifying them according to different units and 
contents, and stressed the need to take practical measures for increasing the 
production of dairy products and promote them consistently.

The report said that in order to confidently pave the path for achieving prosperity 
of the country by dint of self - reliance, it is necessary to hold fast to the 
development of science and technology as a core strategy in all fields and sectors 
and focus efforts on it. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee put forward the ways for 
training the scientists and technicians, who are the scouts and main forces of the 
country's sci - tech development, into revolutionary and patriotic scientists, and 
mobilizing and using the sci - tech talents in a unified and effective way, and 
specified the major goals and tasks of sci - tech development at present. 


To dynamically push ahead with the expansion and development of the space 
industry as a national affair is arising as an urgent task, the report pointed out. 


The Political Bureau of the Party Central Committee proposed an essential 
structural measure to be referred to the Supreme People's Assembly in the light of 
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the view that the nationwide space science and technology potentiality should be 
fully mobilized to pave the path to development of space industry in a far - sighted 
way and turn the country into a world-class space power by steadily expanding and 
increasing the sci - tech successes made at the early stage for exploring the space 
field. 


The Political Bureau of the C.C., WPK stressed the important mission of security 
organs to thoroughly guarantee the implementation of the policies of the Party and 
the government with the security work and in a legal way, and underlined the need 
for relevant sectors to more offensively, tactically and powerfully conduct the work 
for reliably defending the single - hearted unity, the irresistible might of the DPRK.

The complicated and serious situation on the Korean peninsula which is getting 
out of control requires the DPRK to ceaselessly renew its military potentials and 
make a faster advance toward the bolstering up of its capabilities for self - defence. 


The practical actions which turned the core tasks for bolstering up the defence 
capability set forth at the 8th Congress of the WPK into successful entities, 
pursuant to the solemn declaration of the WPK that the DPRK will counter the 
enemies' nukes and policy of frontal confrontation in kind, have demonstrated the 
rapid building speed of the ever - developing strategic force of the DPRK and its 
powerful military technical capabilities and have exposed the U.S. imperialists and 
the south Korean puppet forces to the insurmountable security crisis. 


The Political Bureau of the C.C., WPK appreciated that the strategic force of the 
DPRK has made progress recognized by the world in the light of the high - level 
military technical capabilities and the development speed of weapon systems and 
has developed into an existing powerful entity. On the other hand, it strictly 
reviewed the shortcomings that were revealed in some fields and that cannot be 
overlooked. 


The most serious one was the failure of the military reconnaissance satellite 
launch, the important strategic work in the field of space development, on May 31. 


The five - point major goals for developing the defence capabilities set forth by the 
8th Congress of the Party are all important, but the development of military 
reconnaissance satellite is of very great significance in prospect of the development 
of the armed forces of the DPRK and in making full preparations for combat. 
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The report bitterly criticized the officials who irresponsibly conducted the 
preparations for satellite launch, and set forth the militant task for officials and 
scientists in the relevant field to make a thorough analysis of the cause and lesson 
of the recent failure, successfully launch the military reconnaissance satellite in a

Provoker's Shameful Begging Visit: 
International Affairs Analyst of DPRK 


Jong Yong Hak, an international affairs analyst of the DPRK, made public the 
following article 'Provoker's Shameful Begging Visit'on June 21: 


U.S. Secretary of State Blinken recently visited China, which attracted the 
attention of the international community. 


The U.S., that had talked so often about the ‘theory of threat from China' and 
seriously threatened the main interests of China, dispatched its top diplomat to 
China, calling for ‘relaxation of relations'. This creates a lot of conjecture and 
comments. 


The point of the foreign policy pursued by the present U.S. administration after its 
inauguration was to control, oppose and isolate China. 


From the first day of its assumption of power, the Biden administration in the grip 
of repugnancy toward the Chinese government had made the pressure and control 
in an all-round way the point of its policy towards China, deliberately escalated the 
confrontation, violated the legal development and interests of the Chinese people 
and attempted in every way to prevent the prosperity of China. 


It also described the Communist Party of China as a devil and spoke ill of the 
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‘human rights’ situation in China. And even the U.S. chief executive committed 
serious political and military provocation without hesitation by openly suggesting 
U.S. forces' ‘military intervention’ over the Taiwan issue, the most important of 
China's main interests. 


It is none other than the present U.S. administration that has deliberately 
escalated the regional tensions while strengthening the anti - China complexes, 
including QUAD and AUKUS, and seeking to establish a new military bloc 
consisting of Japan and puppet south Korea. 


But now the U.S. is talking about ‘communication’ with China and ‘removal of the 
danger from misunderstanding and misjudgment'. It is just like a guilty party filing 
the suit first. 


As the saying goes, 'The man who made a knot should untie it’. 


The U.S. made the bilateral relations complicated and created problems. So if it 
respects the vital interests of China and stops all the hostile acts, the reason for 
deteriorating the bilateral ties will not exist any longer. 


It is the height of the double - dealing and impudence peculiar to the U.S. to 
provoke first and then talk about the so - called ‘responsible control over divergence 
of opinion. 


This time, the U.S. secretary of state flew to China to beg for the relaxation of 
relations, because of the extreme uneasiness that the attempt to press and restrain 
China may become a boomerang striking a fatal blow to the U.S. economy and that 
China - U.S. confrontation may trigger off the unprecedented military conflict which 
can lead to irretrievable disasters. 


In a word, the U.S. state secretary's recent junket can never be judged otherwise 
than a disgraceful begging trip of the provoker admitting the failure of the policy of 
putting pressure on China. It is quite natural that China urged the U.S. to stop 
clamoring about the ‘theory of threat from China’, cancel illegal and unilateral 
sanctions on China, abandon suppression of China's sci - tech development and not 
to interfere in the internal affairs of China at will. 


If one forgets history, one will repeat the same mistake and if one fails to see 
reality properly, one will make a bigger mistake. 


If the U.S. persists in its moves to seek hegemony and confrontation in 
international relations, oblivious of the lesson of history, it will never be able to 
escape from the fate of the loser.

Kwon Jong Gun, director general of the Department of U.S. Affairs of the Foreign 
Ministry of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea ( DPRK ), released the 
following press statement on June 24: 


During his recent visit to China, Secretary of the U.S. Department of State Blinken 
let out a load of threatening remarks that the U.S. would take military measures 
China doesn't like, together with Japan and south Korea, if China doesn't move, 
saying that China is in the one and only position for pressurizing Pyongyang. 


By talking such rubbish, Blinken betrayed himself that he, styling himself 
experienced and intelligent man in the U.S. diplomatic camp, is no more than a low 
- class diplomat advocating power - based ‘diplomacy' who is actually incapable of 
discerning the nature of the relations between countries. 


His words are not just something new but stereotyped ones not helpful to resolving 
the issue. It is a manifestation of his dangerous hegemony-oriented mental state to 
plunge everything into an evil cycle again by bringing the situation back to the 
original point, for which the Korean peninsula issue has not been settled for the 
past 30 years. 


The root cause of the ever - escalating tensions on the Korean peninsula is not just 
the DPRK or its neighboring country but the U.S. which has seriously infringed 
upon the sovereignty and security of the DPRK by persistently pursuing the most 
hideous hostile policy toward it. 


Unless such root cause of having pushed the Korean peninsula issue to the 
current acute confrontation for decades is removed, it is utterly impossible to 
defuse the military tensions and standoff in the region. 


Blinken's recent nonsense has served as an occasion for confirming once again 
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that the U.S., pursuing its immutable hostility toward the DPRK, is just the most 
hostile entity which the latter should face with the clearest action mode until the 
issue comes to a settlement. 


The U.S. should be aware of the fact that it is bound to face security uneasiness 
and get exposed to more realistic threats for its expanded deployment of its strategic 
assets and more frequent military exercises of explicitly aggressive nature under the 
pretence of protecting allies. 


Taking this opportunity, we seriously warn that the scale and scope of the DPRK's 
counteraction measures will be extended more overwhelmingly and offensively in 
case the escalation of the U.S. military action and provocation in the Korean 
peninsula and the region is spotted. 


Unless the U.S. stops the act of violating our sovereignty and threatening us in 
disregard of our rights and interests and takes a clear action measure to lift its 
heinous hostile policy toward the DPRK, there will be neither restraint nor 
adjustment in the latter's exercise of its right to self defence.

U.S. Denounced as Destroyer of Peace 
and Stability of Korean Peninsula 


The Institute for American Studies of the Foreign Ministry of the DPRK released a 
research report on Sunday to give the full picture of the war of aggression provoked 
by the U.S. against the DPRK in the 1950s and to disclose once again the aggressive 
nature of the U.S. still making desperate efforts to ignite a nuclear war. 


The report stressed that the U.S. is the provoker of the aggression war against 
Korea, adding: 


The U.S. has had its eye of greed on the Korean peninsula, the gateway to the 
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Asian continent, since the mid - 19th century, and illegally occupied south Korea in 
the guise of liberator’ and 'protector' right after the end of the Second World War. 


The U.S. laid a pro - U.S. political foundation in south Korea through the puppet 
regime fabrication. In a bid to militarily swallow up the whole Korean peninsula, it 
put spurs to the war preparations to occupy the DPRK by force of arms. 


The U.S. tightened up its forces, arms and equipment and military infrastructure 
for unleashing a war of aggression against the DPRK in south Korea. In January 
1950 it concluded an agreement with the puppet Syngman Rhee clique on 
stationing 500-strong U.S. military advisory group in south Korea, the largest - ever 
at that time. 


In early 1949 the U.S. buckled down to mapping out the plan for igniting a war of 
aggression against the DPRK by mobilizing not only the information and operation 
departments including the G-2 and G-3 of MacArthur's Command but also the 
‘History Class' and 'KATO' institutions composed of senior officers of the former 
Japanese army. 


The U.S. hurled the south Korean puppet army into ceaseless armed provocations 
to verify the effectiveness of the operation plan. In 1949 the number of their armed 
provocations reached over 2 610, which was 2.8 times as many as the previous 
year. 


The U.S. deployed five divisions of the south Korean puppet army in the area along 
the 38th Parallel and three divisions of the operational reserve corps near Seoul, 
thus making more than 70 percent of the puppet army ready for attack. 


In particular, the U.S. brought two aircraft carriers, two cruisers, six destroyers, 
three bomber groups, six pursuit fighter groups and two transport plane groups to 
Japan under the pretext of amphibious drill from late April 1950, and made full 
preparations for their immediate mobilization for the Korean War. 


After rounding off the preparations for a war of aggression against the DPRK, the 
U.S. dispatched the advisor to the State Department Dulles to south Korea as a 
special envoy of Truman on June 17, 1950 to make final on - the - spot 
confirmation of the war preparations near the 38th Parallel, and handed over the 
secret order on igniting a war finally ratified by Truman to puppet traitor Syngman 
Rhee and issued a special order to launch an attack on north Korea along with the 
propaganda that north Korea had invaded first’. 


According to the war scenario worked out by the U.S., the puppet traitor Syngman 
Rhee let all the reptile propaganda means be mobilized to spread the false 
information that the ‘emergency martial law' which had been enforced from early 
June 1950 ‘was lift’ at O o'clock on June 24 to ‘allow’ the south Korean puppet army 
personnel to leave, stay out and take time off. 
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Meanwhile, U.S. President Truman, Secretary of State Acheson, advisor to the 
State Department Dulles and other senior officials of the U.S. administration found 
themselves in weekend rest, travel and dinner and MacArthur, commander of the 
U.S. forces in the Far East, slept in a bedroom at the outbreak of the war to deceive 
the world public. 


The U.S. finally ignited a war of aggression against the DPRK on June 25, 1950. 
During the three - year war, it hurled vast numbers of its armed forces amounting 
to more than two million, including one third of its ground forces, one fifth of its air 
force, most of the Pacific Fleet, troops from its 15 satellite countries, south Korean 
puppet forces and Japanese militarists, into the Korean front and spent more than 
twenty billion U.S. dollars. 


The U.S. is a wrecker of peace and stability on the Korean peninsula and in the 
region, the report said, and went on: 


Far from drawing a due lesson from the disgraceful defeat it suffered in the Korean 
War, the U.S. has persistently pursued hostile policy toward the DPRK to realize its 
wild ambition for dominating Asia and the rest of the world at any cost by 
occupying the whole Korean peninsula for 70 years since the ceasefire. 


The U.S. has staged various kinds of war drills in south Korea under the pretext of 
‘defense’ and ‘annual’ since the late 1950s and massively brought nuclear attack 
means including nuclear carriers, nuclear submarines and nuclear strategic 
bombers to south Korea to turn it into a mobile nuclear arsenal. 


The U.S. has deliberately fabricated various incidents and events and steadily 
escalated its nuclear threat and blackmail against the DPRK. 


The U.S. checked a nuclear attack on the DPRK when its armed spy ship Pueblo 
was captured in 1968, put nuclear - capable tactical bombers on emergency alert 
when its large spy plane EC - 121 was shot down in 1969. In 1976 when 
Panmunjom incident broke out, it made its nuclear - capable strategic bombers fly 
in formation near the demilitarized zone, frequently posing nuclear threats and 
blackmail to the DPRK. The U.S., which had made it its official policy to offer 
‘nuclear umbrella' to south Korea in 1982, detailed it as the concept of ‘extended 
deterrence' which calls for striking the opponent in the same way as when the U.S. 
mainland is under nuclear attack in 2009. It thus invented a pretext for bringing its 
huge nuclear forces to south Korea not only in contingency on the Korean 
peninsula but also at any ordinary times, and has maximized its nuclear threats. 


The U.S. - south Korea joint military exercises, which was kicked off in 1954 
under the codename Focus Lens, have been staged ceaselessly for nearly seven 
decades under such different codenames as Ulji Focus Lens, Ulji Freedom 
Guardian, Ulji Freedom Shield, Focus Retina, Freedom Bolt, Team Spirit, RSOI 
( reception, staging, onward movement and integration ), Key Resolve, Foal Eagle 
and Freedom Shield. 
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The U.S. - south Korea joint military exercises, which hit a world record in its 
frequency and scale, have been staged over 40 times annually. The number of 
troops involved in them exceeded 500 000 long ago, including the U.S. forces, south 
Korean puppet forces, those from satellite countries, personnel of puppet south 
Korean public organs and businesses and even special forces from the U.S. 
mainland. 


The current U.S. ruling forces in the White House are more openly pursuing the 
inveterate attempt for mounting a preemptive nuclear attack on the DPRK in 
cahoots with the south Korean puppet regime led by Yoon Suk Yeol hell - bent on 
sycophancy toward the U.S. 


The present ruling forces of the U.S., which came up with the ‘minutely 
coordinated practical method of approaching the DPRK' and touted ‘resumption of 
dialogue' and ‘diplomatic engagement’ after taking office, have unhesitatingly 
revealed their hostile military attempt against the DPRK. 


Amid the accelerated transfer of various arms and equipment to south Korea, the 
U.S. urgently dispatched its Defense Secretary to south Korea in December 2021 for 
the 53rd U.S. - south Korea annual security consultative meeting, in which he was 
closeted with the south Korean military to draw up 'strategy planning guidelines’ for 
a new nuclear war scenario. 


After puppet traitor Yoon hell - bent on sycophancy toward the U.S. took office in 
south Korea, war exercises under different codenames have been spearheaded by 
the U.S. nonstop across south Korea and such war rehearsals are getting more and 
more adventurous and reckless in their scale, scope, intensity and contents as the 
days go by. 


Ulji Freedom Shield joint military exercise, resumed as large-scale maneuvers four 
years after its last round, was staged according to the extremely provocative and 
reckless war scenario the keynote of which is to advance to Pyongyang via Kaesong. 
In 2022 alone, the U.S., in collusion with the south Korean puppet forces, staged 
various nuclear war exercises, including joint air drill with strategic assets involved, 
carrier strike group joint drill involving a nuclear carrier for the first time since 
November 2017 and joint naval maneuvers, every day to stoke the aggressive fever 
against the DPRK. 


This year the U.S. is resorting to the worrying hostile acts of wantonly encroaching 
upon the sovereignty and security of the DPRK more persistently than ever before 
and their gravity and danger have reached the threshold of explosion which can no 
longer be tolerated. 


As a preceding military process for igniting a nuclear war, the U.S. is conducting 
different forms of espionage against the DPRK on an unprecedented scale on the 
Korean peninsula and in its vicinity. 
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Such bellicose moves of the U.S. have pushed the military tensions on the Korean 
peninsula and in Northeast Asia already plunged into an extremely unstable 
situation closer to the brink of a nuclear war. 


If a war breaks out on the Korean peninsula located in an important geopolitical 
position, where the interests of big powers are intermingled, it will rapidly expand 
into a world war and a thermonuclear war unprecedented in the world. This will 
entail the most catastrophic and irreversible consequences to peace and security on 
the Korean peninsula and in Northeast Asia and the rest of the world. 


Unless the U.S. anachronistic hostile policy toward the DPRK and persistent 
military threats to it are rooted out, the DPRK's efforts for bolstering up its self- 
defensive capabilities for safeguarding its sovereignty, dignity and security and 
preserving regional peace and stability will be further accelerated and its exercise of 
the just right to self-defence as a sovereign state will continue in the future, too.

According to it, all the best things are provided to children in the DPRK. 

Take children’s palaces for an example. 

There are many children’s palaces in the capital city of Pyongyang and other parts 
of the country. Typical examples are the Pyongyang Students and Children’s Palace 


on Jangdae Hill in downtown Pyongyang and Mangyongdae Schoolchildren’s Palace 
in Kwangbok Street also in the capital city. 
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Bringing their talents into full blom at Mangyongdae Schoolchildren's Palace 


Inaugurated in 1963, the former has a total floor space of 50 000 m? on an area of 
110 000 m? and is 48m high. It has more than 500 study and activity rooms for 
-learning knowledge of such sectors as social and natural sciences, art and- 
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literature, sports, industry and agriculture. There are also a 1 100 - seat theatre, a 
gymnasium with an accommodating capacity of 500, an outdoor practice ground 
and a library housing hundreds of thousands of books. On the top of the tower 
building are an astronomical observatory and an observation platform. Numerous 
schoolchildren are developing their talents to their heart’s content here every day. 
The same is the case with the latter which was established in 1989 and renovated 
in 2015. There are over 100 halls for schoolchildren for a similar purpose on 
excellent sites across the country.

There are also children’s camps in scenic spots such as Lake Samji at the foot of 
Mt Paektu, which is the ancestral mountain of the Korean nation in the northern 
part of the country, the picturesque Mt Myohyang, Songdowon on the east coast 
and Mt Ryongak in the suburbs of Pyongyang. 


In recent years those camps have been renovated in keeping with the trend of the 
architectural art and modern aesthetic tastes. 


A typical example is the Songdowon International Children’s Camp ( established in 
1960 ) renovated in 2014. Found in the camp are the international friendship hall 
for children, campers’ buildings, indoor stadium, swimming pool, outdoor 
playground, outdoor wading pool, outdoor archery ground. All the buildings and 
facilities are eloquent proof of the love for children in the country. 


The birth of triplets is regarded as a sign of fortune for the country. Even before 
their birth, triplets and their mothers are put under the best medical care at the 
Pyongyang Maternity Hospital. After they are born, they are presented with 
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ornamental silver daggers ( for boys ) and gold rings ( for girls ). 


Korean schoolchildren learn to their heart's content under the universal 12 year compulsory education 


The Okryu Children’s Hospital which was built in 2013 is an up - to - date medical 
service centre for children. It is furnished with operating rooms, sick wards, 
treatment rooms, classrooms for hospitalized children, playground and rest areas. 
Many cartoon pictures hanging on the walls in the hospital make the hospital 
reminiscent of a ‘fine art museum’ and help the patients feel at ease. The patients 
follow their curricula during the period of inpatient treatment. 


In the DPRK, parentless children enjoy a happy life at baby homes, orphanages, 
primary and secondary schools for orphans in Pyongyang and many other parts of 
the country. 


The Pyongyang Baby Home and Orphanage inaugurated in 2014 are furnished 
with nursing rooms, education rooms, exercise rooms, intellectual game rooms and 
treatment rooms and various amusement facilities and equipment. What is 
important is that all living environment ranging from furniture and fixtures to 
amusement facilities and interior decoration is designed to keep the psychological 
features of children and contribute to their intellectual development. 


In the country the state bears the responsibility for providing everything needed 
for the education and growth of children on a preferential basis. 


All children across the country study free of charge under the universal 12 - year 
-compulsory education system. Branch schools have been built for a few students on- 
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remote islands and trains, buses and boats carry students in remote mountainous 
villages over a long distance to their schools. The WPK and the government adopted 
it as their eternal policy to supply dairy products and other nutritious foodstuff to 
all the children in the country and provide all the students with school uniforms 
and school things.

That all these things mentioned above are drawing special attention of the 
international society is not simply because of its architectural beauty or modern 
equipment, but because they are associated with the ennobling and boundless 
affection of Kim Jong Un, President of the State Affairs of the DPRK, for the rising 
generations. 


We should spare nothing for the good of children, any loss incurred in doing 
things for the benefit of children should not be counted as loss and the more money 
the state pays for their interests, the brighter the future of the country will be - this 
is his view of the rising generations.

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Stone River on Mt Ongnyon 
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The biggest and rarest of its kind in the country, the stone river is in Mt Ongnyon 
(2 164m above sea level) in the northeastern part of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. 


In general, stone river or stone sea is a peculiar geographical feature formed by 
rock masses moving down in a valley after being broken off from periphery of 
glaciers. The stone river in Mt Ongnyon was created in this way. 


It has a surface gradient of about ten degrees. The water is invisible as it flows 
beneath rocks, but the sound of the water is heard. The thickness of the rock layer 
is of 4 - 5m on average and 15 - 20m in the part of the valley. The stone river is 
about 2km long. 


The stone river adds beauty to the scenery of the mountain and is of academic 
significance in studying mountain glacier.

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Mausoleum of King Tongmyong, Founder of Koguryo 


The Mausoleum of King Tongmyong ( 298 BC - 259 BC ) is located in 
Ryongsan - ri, Ryokpho District, 22 km south of downtown Pyongyang, the capital 
city of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea.

King Tongmyong was the founder of Koguryo ( 277 BC - AD 668 ), the first feudal 
state and the most powerful country in the Korean history. His name was Jumong 
and he ruled the country between 277 BC and 259 BC. 
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Memorial service hall where sacrificial offerings to King Tongmyong were prepared 


A stone - chambered earth tomb, the mausoleum faces the south. Around the tomb 

are a stone altar, stone lamp - post, stone sculptures of tigers, sculptures of civil 
officials and military officers, memorial service hall, Jongrung Temple and other 
facilities, all reminiscent of the period of Koguryo. 
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The mausoleum occupies a total area of 170 hillock hectares including a pine 
forest of about 40 hectares which dates back to hundreds of years. It was 
reconstructed in 1993.

knowledge learning area, hall of stuffed animals sent by President Kim Il Sung, 
Chairman Kim Jong Il and the respected Comrade Kim Jong Un. It can 
accommodate more than 5 000 schoolchildren a day.

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After school is over, schoolchildren come to the palace and cultivate their talents 
in the rooms they choose according to their aptitudes or have various meetings like 
oratorical or singing contests.

‘Am Wdeal Village Is Transformed 
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inte a Revolutionary Village’ 


At one time the independence fighters in our country conceived a plan to build “ideal 
villages,” and they tried in every way possible to implement it. When one hears the 
word “ideal village,” one visualizes a village in which everyone is free from any 
exploitation, oppression and inequality and leads an equally free and happy life. 
From time immemorial our people have dreamt of such a Utopian world. 


The nationalists’ endeavour to build “ideal villages” might be considered a reflection 
of our ancestors’ aspiration to a rich, harmonious, peaceful and comfortable life for 
everyone. 


An Chang Ho was a proponent and champion of the “ideal village” scheme. 
Immediately after the proclamation of the “annexation of Korea by Japan” An 
Chang Ho, Ri Tong Hut, Sin Chae Ho and Ryu Tong Yol held talks 
in Qingdao, China, where An Chang Ho put forward a proposal to build “ideal 
villages.” After serious consideration the leaders of the independence movement 
decided to buy the land of the Taedong Business Company (in Mishan County, China) 
which had been managed by Americans, bring it under cultivation and train 
Independence Army soldiers by establishing a military academy there. They intended 
to build such “ideal villages” in order to raise funds and educate cadres, and thus lay 
the material, personnel and financial foundations for the independence movement. 


Even after this plan had failed. An Chang Ho made painstaking efforts for many 
years to procure funds and obtain suitable sites for such villages, because he felt the 
necessity for an independence movement base which could render material support to 
his “theory of the cultivation of strength.” The attempt to build such villages was a 
trend in the independence movement at that time. Many nationalists tried to realize 
their unsophisticated dream of cultivating strength by reclaiming uncultivated land 
and making it suitable for farming and establishing military academies. 


The rural community on the Liaohe was born of this trend. This community was 
developed by the nationalists who had been active in south Manchuria. Some of the 
nationalists in south Manchuria, particularly Song Sok Tarn, Pyon Tae U (alias Pyon 
Chang Gun), Kim Hae San, Kwak Sang Ha and Mun Sang Mok drifted west before 
settling on the Liaohe. Saying that they were building an ideal Korean village, they 
created a community of 300 Korean families there and began to develop it according 
to their own principles by cutting it off from the surrounding world. This community 
was named Wujiazi ( a village of five families - Tr. ) after the five families that had 
settled there originally. 


Some of my comrades attending Wenguang Middle School in my days 
in Jilin were from Guyushu and Wujiazi. They used to say that Wujiazi was a good 
village. So I became interested in Wujiazi and made up my mind to transform it into a 
revolutionary village. 
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I went from east Manchuria to Wujiazi in October 1930. Originally I was planning 
to convene a large meeting in east Manchuria for the preparation of an armed 
struggle but, in view of the situation there at the time, I considered the place 
unsuitable for the meeting and changed the site to Wujiazi. I decided to stay there for 
some months while I prepared for the meeting and make me village revolutionary. I 
found the people kind - hearted and their customs agreeable, as I had been told they 
were. 


The people in this village, unable to roof their houses with tiles because of the strong 
wind, plastered clay on the roofs. The saline clay did not allow the rain in. They also 
built neat clay walls, walls of adobe which, they claimed, were even bullet - proof. 


The founders of the village never tolerated the infiltration of any heterogeneous 
ideological trends into the village. They, together with the peasants, had converted 
the marshy land into paddy fields and established a school in the village. They 
formed such mass organizations as the Association of Fellow Peasants, the Youth 
Association and the Association of Schoolchildren. They also formed a village council, 
an autonomous organ. Every year on August 29, the day when Japan proclaimed 
the annexation of Korea by Japan, the village people gathered and sang the 
song National Humiliation Day. It is no wonder that the people of Wujiazi called 
their village a “heaven,” it being out of the reach of the Japanese army and police and 
the reactionary Chinese warlords. 


The majority of the population of the village was from Phyongan 
and Kyongsang Provinces. Those from Kyongsang Province were under the 
influence of the M-L group in the General Federation of the Korean Youth in South 
Manchuria and those from Phyongan Province were mostly affiliated to Jongut-bu. 
In view of the fact that I hailed from Phyongan Province I stayed in most cases at 
the houses of the people from Kyongsang Province, as I had done in Kalun before. If 
not, I might have upset them. 


When I was in Kalun, I had sent some members of the Korean Revolutionary Army 
to Wujiazi as political workers but they had proved ineffectual because they could not 
win over the leading figures of the village who were obstinate, yet well established. 


I spent the winter there through the good offices of my comrades. I stayed in that 
one place for so long, more than just a week or two, because we attached such great 
importance to Wujiazi. We regarded this village as the last stronghold of the 
nationalist forces in central Manchuria. If successful here, we could turn Wujiazi into 
a model for making the rural areas revolutionary and, drawing on that experience, 
bring the rural villages in the whole of Manchuria and the northern border areas of 
our country under our influence. 


We recognized that the workers, peasants and working intellectuals were the main 
force of the revolution, and made particularly great efforts to transform the peasants 
into revolutionaries in view of the position they occupied in the class composition of 
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our country. The peasantry accounted for more than 80 per cent of the population of 
our country. The situation in Jiandao was the same. More than 80 per cent of the 
population of Jiandao were Koreans about 90 per cent of whom were peasants. 
Owing to the persecution by the warlords and the ruthless expropriation by the 
landlords and usurers, they were living in dire poverty, enjoying no rights, and were 
subjected to harsh exploitation through land rents and to such physical extortions as 
those imposed upon serfs and slaves. The case was similar with the peasants in the 
homeland. This showed that the peasantry, along with the industrial working class, 
was the class which had the keenest interest in the revolution and that the peasants, 
together with the workers, should become the main force of our revolution. 


To make the rural areas revolutionary was the foremost task in laying the mass 
foundation for the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 


As the young people in Wujiazi grew more and more enthusiastic about our cause as 
a result of the activities of our political workers, the village elders shook their pipes 
and threatened that those who would introduce socialism onto the Liaohe plain would 
not be safe; they complained that the young people in those days were affected by an 
alien ideology. Some of them warned that, if the crazy communist ideology that had 
ruined Jiandao was tolerated in Wujiazi, the village would not be safe, either. 


If we were careless and rash, we might fall before the pipes of the old people. 
Some of the young people wavered. They wanted to march to the communist tune, but 
they hesitated lest they should offend theh” elders. Only a few determined young 
men opposed the elders. 


On hearing a report from the political workers, I judged that the prerequisite for 
making Wujiazi revolutionary was to work well with the influential people. Unless we 
corrected their way of thinking we would be unable to awaken Wujiazi from its pipe 
dream of building an “ideal village” or execute our plan to transform the village on the 
Liaohe into a model village in central Manchuria. Once the elders were reformed, the 
others would follow us. 


Our political workers, however, had not approached them for three months, and had 
only been feeling out their views. It was no simple job to deal with such people. No 
ordinary man dared argue with them, these learned people with theoretical views as 
well as records of conducting the independence movement. The group of elders had 
the village under its control. 


One old man, Pyon Tae U, ran the village council behind the scenes and supervised 
all the affairs of the village. He was at the head of both the group of elders and the 
village itself. The villagers called him Pyon Trotsky because he frequently mentioned 
Trotsky. Pyon had travelled through the homeland and various parts 
of Manchuria in his early years in the interests of the independence movement. At 
first he had established schools in Hanchon ( South Phyongan Province ), his home 
town, and Jasong, and Daoginggou ( in Linjiang County, China ), working as a 
teacher. He had been involved in armed activities from 1918, the year when he joined 
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the Independence Army unit which had its headquarters at 
Maoershan, Linjiang County. In those days he had frequented our house to contact 
my father. When he was unable to come, my uncle, Kang Jin Sok, would maintain 
contact between them. Having held the posts of propaganda chief of the Korean 
Independence Association, deputy-commander of the National Independence Army, 
chief of the military law section and commander of the 1 st battalion of the Liberation 
Corps and then head of the business section of Thongut-bu, he had devoted himself to 
building up the movement of the Independence Army. He retired from his military 
posts in 1926, and applied himself to building an “ideal village.” Once he had been to 
the far eastern region of the Soviet Union, allegedly to launch a communist 
movement. He had the blue - covered membership card of the Communist Party of 
Koryo. 


It was impossible to reform the bigoted village elders and make the village 
revolutionary unless old man Pyon was won over. 


Learning that I had arrived in Wujiazi, the old man’s son, Pyon Tal Hwan, came to 
see me. He was in charge of the Association of Fellow Peasants. He said that he had 
intended to transform the “ideal village” into a revolutionary village by prevailing on 
the nationalists, but had been unable to do anything because of his father and the 
other village elders. He suggested that, now that I was there, we should do away 
with those good - for - nothings. 


Dumbfounded, I asked him, “Do away with them? What do you mean by that?” 


“I mean we must form our own organizations, ignoring what the old men say, and 
make Wujiazi a socialist village on our own,” was his absurd answer. 


“No, we cannot do that. It will split the village into two. And it is not in accordance 
with our policy, either.” 


“Then, what shall we do? We can’t leave Wujiazi in the hands of these backward 
old men, can we?” 


“The point is that we should win their support. I am going to work with your father. 
What do you think of that?” 


“It will be useless. Many people have been here from Kukmin - bu, from the Korean 
Provisional Government in Shanghai and from the committee for rebuilding the 
communist party affiliated to the M - L group, to establish footholds in this village, but 
they have all been given the cold shoulder by my father. Ordinary people have not 
even been granted an interview with him, and even high - ranking nationalist leaders 
have been thrown out after being taught a good lesson.” 


“Your father and mine were on friendly terms and you and I are old friends. So I 
think I stand a better chance than a total stranger.” 
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Pyon Tal Hwan said with embarrassment that an old friendship would not influence 
his father. He had been to my house in Linjiang 10 years before with a letter from his 
father to mine. 


I talked with Pyon Trotsky for days at his house, where the village elders used to 
gather. 


On the first day Pyon talked more than I did. He sat haughtily, his legs crossed, and 
as he spoke he now and then tapped his pipe on the floor. He said he was glad to see 
Mr. Kirn’s son but he treated me as just a boy. He merely gave me condescending 
advice, every time addressing me as “you youngster.” He was a man with good 
features and a gallant spirit and he had a high theoretical level, so I found him 
awesome from the start. 


When he asked me how old I was, I answered that I was 23, five years older than I 
actually was. If I had said I was 18, he would have treated me as a mere boy. I 
looked older than I was, so no one doubted me if I said I was 23 years old. In those 
days, I always claimed to be 23 or 24. That was favourable for me in my work with 
both the village elders and the young people. 


I behaved politely, listening to old Pyon with patience, not retorting or interrupting 
him even though what he said did not Stand to reason. He said that young people 
would find fault with him, labelling him as feudalistic and so on, while not 
understanding even one out of the ten words he said. He said it was interesting to 
talk to me. 


One day he invited me to dinner. He said that he had frequently been accorded 
warm hospitality by my father in Linjiang and that, therefore, he had prepared a 
dinner, though humble, for me. 


After chatting with me for a while, he asked me suddenly: 
“Is it true that you youngsters have come here to do away with our ‘ideal village’P” 


Pyon Tal Hwan had been right when he said that his father was guarding against 
the communists with the highest vigilance. 


“Do away with your ‘ideal village’? Why should we destroy the results of you old 
people’s hard work, if we are unable to help you? We do not have the strength to 
destroy it.” 


“Hm, ts that so? But the youngsters in Wujiazi who follow my son Tal Hwan are 
always finding fault with the ‘ideal village’; they think only of knocking down the old 
people and hoisting the red flag in this village. Rumour has it that you. Song Ju, are 
manipulating the youngsters in Wujiazi. Do the young people from Jilin hate the 
‘ideal village’? Tell me frankly what you think.”

“We don’t think it bad. Why should we hate the ‘ideal village’? You have built it to 
get the wandering Korean exiles in this foreign land to settle down in one place and 
live in comfort. It is marvellous that you have built a Korean settlement of this size on 
the swampy land on the Liaohe. You old people must have worked very hard to build 
it. ” 


Satisfied at my complimentary remarks, he stroked his moustache. He no longer 
called me “you youngster.” 


“Yes, that’s it! As you will learn, there is neither a policeman nor a prison nor a 
government office here. All the village’s affairs are dealt with in a democratic way by 
the Koreans themselves through an autonomous organ called the village council. 
Where else in the world is there such an ideal village?” 


I thought that now was the time to state our opinion of the “ideal village” clearly. 


“Sir, I think it is patriotic of you to have built a village where the Koreans lead a fair 
life by democratic methods through an autonomous body. But do you think we can 
achieve the independence of the country by building villages like this?” 


The old man who was speaking in a dignified manner with his legs crossed, waving 
his pipe, shut his mouth and raised his eyebrows. Then, he heaved a sigh. 


“No, we can’t. You have touched me on the raw. We have built an ‘ideal village,’ but 
it is of no help to the independence movement. That is why I am in anguish. How 
good it would be if we could win the independence of the country by building ‘ideal 
villages’!” 


I did not lose the opportunity to prove the absurdity of the building of such villages. I 
said: “It is impossible for a ruined nation to build ‘ideal villages’ in a foreign land. It is 
true that Wujiazi, thanks to your efforts, has become a more comfortable village to live 
in than other Korean settlements, but we cannot say that the ideal of the Korean 
people has been realized. The ideal of the Korean nation ts to live in their motherland 
which is independent of the Japanese and free from exploitation and oppression by 
landlords and capitalists. How can you say you are living an ideal life when you are 
in debt to landlords? When the Japanese invade Manchuria Wujiazi will not be safe. 
And sooner or later Japan will invade Manchuria. They do not want the Korean 
people to lead an ideal life.” 


“Then, you mean we should give up the idea of building an ideal village?” he asked 
with irritation. 


“We wish to transform this village into a revolutionary village that fights for the 
liberation of the country, rather than seeing it so quiet.” 


“That means you are going to spread socialism in Wujiazi? No, you can’t. I detest 
socialism. When your father said in Kuandian in 1919 that we should switch over to 
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the communist movement we all supported him. But, while following the Communist 
Party of Koryo, I discovered the communists all to be crazy. They were all involved in 
factional strife. Since then I've been disgusted by the mere mention of communism.” 


Then he showed me his membership card of the Communist Party of Koryo. 


“However hard you may be working for the revolution, you don’t have such a 
membership card, do you?” the old man said in a casual manner, looking at me 
craftily. 


I opened the card and examined it before putting it in my coat pocket. He found this 
so unexpected that he looked at me in blank dismay. 


“Allow me to keep as a souvenir your membership card of the Communist Party of 
Koryo that has gone bankrupt on account of factional strife.” 


I thought he would want it back, but he didn’t. He asked me if we had any special 
policy for making the village revolutionary. 


I spent a good while explaining to him how we had made such villages as 
Jiangdong, Xinantun, Naidaoshan, Kalun and Guyushu revolutionary. He listened to 
me attentively. Then he said, “What you say smacks of Stalinism, but I am not 
against you. Nevertheless, you should not pay tribute only to Stalin. There is some 
sense in what Trotsky said.” 


He then expounded Trotsky’s theory. Yet he did not seem to be opposed to Marxism- 
Leninism. I learned that he had an extremely good impression of Trotsky. I had talked 
to many people who were known to be well - versed in communist theory, but none 
had spoken so highly of Trotsky as he did. Out of curiosity I asked, “Why do you 
worship Trotsky?” 


“Frankly, I don’t worship him. I just don’t like the young people nowadays 
worshipping people from major powers indiscriminately. Trotsky is Trotsky and Stalin 
is Stalin. Young people nowadays are in the habit of quoting from them, but I don’t 
see what is so great about their propositions. It is for the Russian people to consider 
their propositions. The Korean people should speak in the spirit of Korea in order to 
promote the revolution in their own country, don’t you thinkP” 


The old man was right in a sense. In the course of my conversations with him over 
several days I found him to be no ordinary man. At first I wondered if he was a 
Trotskyite, but I learned that, tired of factional strife, he was just warning us young 
people, warning us against the blind worship of everything, against talking only 
about other countries, about Russia and Stalin, and against copying everything 
from Russia. In short, he was telling us to live in the Korean spirit. 


He continued: “I don’t care what the young people do, nor do I interfere in my son’s 
work. Whatever he does, it is up to him. But I will fight to the end against those who 
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put on airs, chanting foreign propositions without having their own principles.” 


What he said convinced me that our consistent stand against factionalism, 
flunkeyism and dogmatism was correct and that our policy of carrying out the 
revolution through the efforts of our own people and by believing in our own strength 
was correct. 


The following day I talked a lot more than the old man. I explained to him in detail 
the line we had adopted at the Kalun Meeting. He seemed to be strongly impressed 
by my explanation that we should form a party and an army of a new type, organize 
an anti-Japanese national united front by enlisting all social strata irrespective of 
ideology, religious belief, status of property, age and sex and liberate the country 
through the resistance of our 20 million people. In particular, he hailed our intention to 
organize an anti-Japanese national united front. 


Pyon Tae U was a widower and his son was a bachelor. The old man’s daughter 
kept the house, but she could not sweep away the lonely, dull air prevailing in the 
family. After repeated discussions with Pyon Tal Hwan and other comrades about 
choosing a suitable match for him, I singled out a girl with the surname Sim who lived 
in a rural village near Wujiazi and got my comrades to prepare for a wedding 
ceremony for them. I felt it presumptuous and awkward for a bachelor to arrange the 
marriage of his elders, but after their wedding the villagers were happy, and gave me 
unstinted praise. 


The event won us the trust of the village elders. One day Pyon Tal Hwan came to 
see me and inform me of his father’s attitude. He quoted his father as saying to the 
village elders, “Some new masters who will take over the ‘ideal village’ from us have 
now appeared. They are Song Ju and his friends. If socialism is what they adhere to, 
we can accept it without a worry. We must not take Song Ju for a mere youngster. We 
are old and lagging behind the times, so let us hand over the whole of Wujiazi to Song 
Ju and his friends, and help them in all sincerity.” The other elders were said to have 
expressed their admiration for what we had said. 


Hearing this, I went to old man Pyon. I said, “I have come to return you your 
membership card of the Communist Party of Koryo.” But he replied, without so much 
as glancing at it, that he did not need it. I was at a loss what to do with it. Later the 
card was passed around my comrades. 


In 1946, the year following the liberation of the country, the old man came 
to Pyongyang to see me. When I reminded him of the happenings in Wujiazi, he 
looked back upon the old days with emotion and then grinned. He said that now that 
he had witnessed the northern half of the country having become a great and ideal 
land, a land of perfect happiness, he would not regret it even if he were to die there 
and then. He was 67 years old at that time. That year he passed away in Yitong 
County, Jilin Province, China, so I learned much later. 


His son Pyon Tal Hwan worked in Wujiazi as the head of the Peasants Union 
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organization. On the charge of having been involved in the anti-Japanese struggle 
under our guidance, the Japanese put him in Sinuyu prison in 1931, and there he 
served a term of several years. 


Thus the breakthrough in making Wujiazi revolutionary was achieved. After that, the 
village elders’ attitude towards the political workers from the Korean Revolutionary 
Army changed. They vied with each other to invite them to dinner. 


During the revolutionary transformation of Wujiazi I made great efforts to win over 
the Chinese people. Without winning over influential Chinese people, it would have 
been impossible for us to establish a foothold for conducting free activities in 
central Manchuria, Therefore, I did not hesitate to bring even landlords around to our 
side and make use of them, if it was possible. 


At that time a landlord named Zhao Jia - feng was living near Wujiazi. Once he 
quarrelled with another landlord in the neighbouring village over some farm land and 
resolved to bring a law suit against him. But he did not know how to write the 
indictment. He had a son who had received secondary education in a nearby town, 
but the son did not know how to draft it, either. It seems he had idled away his time 
at school. 


Zhao Jia - feng asked Kim Hae San, a doctor of Korean medicine in Wujiazi, to 
recommend someone capable of writing the indictment for him. Kim Hae San came to 
see me one day and asked me if I knew how to write it. When we were engaged in 
underground activity, books on the composition of letters, funeral orations and 
indictments had been available in China for students and the public in general to 
use as reference. 


Kim Hae San and I were invited to a dinner at the landlord’s house. The host 
explained at length that he was seeking judgement over a land dispute. I wrote an 
indictment in Chinese for him and went with him to the county town where I helped 
him behind the scenes to win the case. Had it not been for my assistance, he would 
have lost dozens of hectares of land. The landlord told me that I was a very good 
man, not a communist. Regarding me as his benefactor, he gave me unqualified 
support in everything I did. On holidays he never failed to invite me to dinner. There I 
met many influential people in China and gave them anti - imperialist education. 
Thus my revolutionary activities, including the work of the Korean school at Wujiazi, 
became legitimate, and the foothold for our revolutionary struggle began to be 
consolidated. 


After winning over the village elders and other influential people, we set about 
reforming the mass organizations into revolutionary ones. First we restructured the 
Youth Association, making it the Anti-Imperialist Youth League. It had previously been 
under the nationalist influence. Thanks to the activities of the detachment of the 
Korean Revolutionary Army, the core members of the association had been educated. 
But the association itself was not yet completely free from the remnants of 
nationalism. First of all, its fighting objective and tasks were not clear. In addition, its 
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membership was small and it had no proper working method. It was an organization 
that existed in name only, doing almost nothing to rally the young people. The Wujiazi 
area consisted of hamlets sprawling over distances of 4, 8 and even 24 kilometres 
away from one another, but the association had no branches in those hamlets. This 
being the situation, the youth organization could neither strike root among the young 
people nor motivate them. 


Some people insisted that we should reform the Youth Association into the AIYL right 
away. But it was premature to reform the existing organization into a new one 
without taking into account the political and ideological preparedness of the young 
people, they being still under nationalist influence and still believing in the 
association. 


The men of the KRA visited the nearby hamlets with cadres from the association and 
conducted ideological work for forming the AIYL. In the course of this our 
revolutionary line was propagated among the young people. I also had conversations 
with them every day. 


After making such preparations we formed the Anti - Imperialist Youth League of 
Wujiazi in a classroom of Samsong School. The league established branches in the 
hamlets. Choe Il Chon was elected chairman of the league committee, and Mun Jo 
Yang chief of the organizational section. 


Later the Association of Fellow Peasants was reformed into the Peasants Union, the 
Association of Schoolchildren into the Children’s Expeditionary Corps and the Wujiazi 
branch of the Educational Federation of Korean Women in South Manchuria into the 
Women’s Association, and thus a fresh upsurge was brought about in the activities of 
the mass organizations in Wujiazi. After their restructuring the organizations admitted 
many new members. Almost all the people living in Wujiazi became affiliated to an 
appropriate organization and led a political life. 


We also restructured the village council, an autonomous administrative organ, into a 
self - governing committee, a revolutionary one. The pioneers of Wujiazi had formed 
the village council in the first half of the 1920s. The council paid primary attention to 
economic and educational affairs and improving the peasants’ life by maintaining 
normal relations with the Chinese government authorities and operating a rice sales 
agency at Gongzhuling and similar agencies under it. 


But the people of Wujiazi openly accused the councillors of having no popular spirit 
and of being dishonest. 


In the course of talking to the peasants I learned that the councillors were not 
distributing some foodstuffs and daily necessities that had been purchased by the 
sales agency at Gongzhuling to the peasants equitably and were disposing of them 
as they pleased out of their own selfish desires. I sent a man to Gongzhuling to 
ascertain whether this was true. On his return he told me that the village council was 
corrupt. He confirmed that the councillors were misappropriating money collected from 
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the peasants and were feathering their own nests. 


Because the village head was dealing with most of the affairs of the council by 
himself in a subjective and arbitrary manner, the opinions of the masses were 
ignored. As they had no right to participate in the work of the council, the masses did 
not know about the mistakes made by it. Since the people, their life and the way they 
worked were all in the process of being transformed, the village council could not 
work as the masses required with the existing organizational structure and 
conservative work method. 


We called a consultative meeting attended by the cadres of the council, the chiefs of 
all the hamlets and the chairmen of the organizations of the Peasants Union, and 
reviewed the work of the village council. At the meeting we restructured the council to 
form a self-governing committee. The committee eradicated subjectivism and 
arbitrariness as we had intended and gave full play to democracy in its work. 


We paid particular attention to the rice sales agency at Gongzhuling which was 
under the control of the self - governing committee. The peasants of Wujiazi had 
previously had to take their rice as far as Gongzhuling 25 miles away on oxcarts or 
horse carts to sell it. Normally it was good business to store it somewhere when the 
price of rice was low and sell it when the price had risen. But there was no one for 
them at Gongzhuling to entrust with their rice. This being the case, they had sold it to 
anybody without waiting for a better price. Then, in the autumn of 1927, in order to 
remedy the situation they installed a rice sales agency at Gongzhuling. 


We appointed to the agency the most popular people from among the members of the 
mass organizations. We also sent Kye Yong Chun, Pak Kun Won and Kim Won U, 
men of the KRA, to help the agency in its work. After we had taken over the agency 
it performed the secret mission of establishing contact with revolutionary 
organizations and providing the KRA with the information it needed in its activities 
while still fulfilling the function of a legal commercial organ serving the peasants. 


Our restructuring of the village council to form a self - governing committee and our 
conversion of such a legal commercial organ as the rice sales agency at Gongzhuling 
into a servant of the revolution were a great experience in our revolutionary struggle 
in the early 1930s. 


In Wujiazi we sent political workers to many parts of Manchuria to expand our 
organizations and widen the scope of our activities. In those days we also sent 
several political workers to the Kailu area. Pak Kun Won, one of the first members of 
the DIU and a former pupil of Hwasong Uisuk School, worked for some time in that 
area. 


Many Mongolian people lived in the Kailu area. Cut off from the civilized world, they 
did not know how to treat illnesses and, when they were sick, they only prayed to 
God. So our comrades took medicines with them whenever they visited that area and 
administered them to the sick, which were very effective. From that time the people of 
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Kailu treated Korean visitors with hospitality. 


In order to improve the political and professional qualifications of those in charge of 
organizations, we gave a short training course to the heads and core members of 
every organization. Cha Kwang Su, Kye Yong Chun and I gave lectures for two or 
three hours every night on the Juche line of revolution and the strategic and tactical 
policies adopted at the Kalun Meeting, as well as on how to conduct political work 
among the masses, how to expand organizations and consolidate them, and how to 
educate the organization members and guide their life in their organizations. After the 
short course we took the people into the field and taught them working methods - how 
they should form organizations, train core elements, give assignments and review 
their fulfilment, conduct meetings, talk to individuals and so on. Then the leading 
personnel of Wujiazi went boldly among the masses. 


We put great efforts into enlightening and educating the people of Wujiazi. 


We paid primary attention to education. We appointed men of the KRA and able 
young men from among the members of the underground organizations as teachers 
at Samsong School and ensured that they played the leading role in improving the 
education provided by the school in a revolutionary manner. It was after we began to 
run the school that the subjects which inculcated nationalist and feudal - Confucian 
ideas were discontinued and political subjects were included in the curriculum. And it 
was around this time that tuition fees were abolished at Samsong School. The 
upkeep of the school was financed by the self - governing committee. All the children 
of school age in Wujiazi were given free education from that winter. 


We later included an article on free and compulsory education in the Ten-point 
Programme of the Association for the Restoration of the Fatherland, but in fact the 
communists of Korea first tried and implemented free education in Guyushu, Kalun 
and Wujiazi. Samsong School in Wujiazi, along with Jinmyong School in Kalun 
and Samgwang School in Guyushu, was an important educational establishment, 
the first to introduce free education in our country. 


We also ran night schools for the education of the grown - ups, particularly 
housewives, who could not go to school. I saw to it that night schools were organized 
not only in the village but also in the surrounding hamlets, and that all these people 
were enrolled in them. 


Drawing on the experience we had gained in launching Bolshevik in Kalun, we 
published a magazine Nong-u in Wujiazi. The magazine played the role of the organ 
of the Peasants Union. While Bolshevik was a little hard to understand, the articles 
in Nong-u were written in a concise and plain fashion so that the peasants could 
understand them. This magazine, along with Bolshevik, was circulated as far as 
Jiandao. 


In those days we propagated many revolutionary songs to the villagers through the 
pupils. If the Red Flag and Revolutionary Song were taught at the school, they 
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would spread throughout the village on the same day. 


In Wujiazi we had formed an art troupe. This troupe was based 
at Samsong School and worked successfully under the guidance of Kye Yong Chun. 
I worked hard to complete the libretto of The Flower Girl which I had begun to write 
in my days in Jilin and then staged rehearsals for it. Once the libretto was finished, 
Kye started the production of the opera with the members of the drama group that 
had been formed at the school. We staged this opera in the hall of Samsong School on 
the 13th anniversary of the October Revolution. This opera was not seen on stage for 
many years after liberation, and then was improved and adapted for the screen, re- 
written as a novel by our writers and artistes under the guidance of Organizational 
Secretary Kim Jong Il and presented to the public in the early 1970s. At that time 
the Organizational Secretary did a lot of work. 


With the strong support of the people of Wujiazi, we transformed the village on the 
Liaohe into a reliable operational base for the KRA in a short span of time. We had 
worked among the peasants in the outskirts of Jilin and in the vicinity 
of Changchun, but we had never so thoroughly transformed a rural village into a 
revolutionary one as we did with Wujiazi. 


Kirn Kwang Ryol, a liaison officer of the Comintern, expressed his admiration for all 
the success we had achieved in Wujiazi. 


Because we had put forward an original revolutionary line and were paving the road 
of revolution in an independent way, the Comintern showed great interest in us. It 
seems that the Oriental Department of the Comintern discussed us a lot at that time. 
They seemed to have been curious about the emergence in Korea of revolutionaries 
of a new generation who were quite different from those of the previous generation 
and who, while not affiliated with any faction, were working independently and 
without fuss on a sound mass foundation. It must have been out of curiosity that the 
Comintern sent a liaison officer. 


Kim Kwang Ryol, who had been at the liaison office in Harbin, came to Wujiazi and 
talked to my comrades, the heads of the revolutionary organizations and the village 
elders. After talking to many people, he met me and made many encouraging remarks 
concerning our work. He said that the young communists of Korea had been paving 
an original road for the communist movement and for the struggle for national 
liberation from colonial domination, and that in the course of this we had accumulated 
rich experience. He gave his full support to our revolutionary lines and policies. 


He expressed great surprise at our line of the anti - Japanese national united front. 
He said that a serious discussion about the definition of the supporters of, and 
sympathizers with the revolution was being conducted in the international communist 
movement, and asked me how he should understand our alliance with the bigoted 
nationalist forces, religious believers and even the propertied class. 


I said: “A revolution cannot be carried out by a small number of communists or by 
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workers and poor peasants alone. In order to defeat Japanese imperialism we have 
to enlist even middle - of - the - road forces. I don’t know about the situation in other 
countries, but in Korea most of the national capitalists and religious believers are all 
opposed to foreign forces. Only a handful of landlords, comprador capitalists, pro- 
Japanese elements and traitors to the nation are against the revolution. We intend to 
mobilize all the rest of the people in a nationwide resistance. The key to 
liberating Korea through the efforts of the Korean people is to win all the antt- 
Japanese forces over to our side.” 


After hearing my explanation he said, “Iam most gratified with the original way you 
are dealing with everything, without being restrained by the classics.” Then he 
advised me to study in Moscow, saying, “The practical struggle is important, but 
since you are a promising young man, you should study”. 


Then he produced a suitcase containing a suit, a shirt, a tie and a pair of shoes, and 
told me that it would be a good idea for me to comply with his request because the 
Comintern was expecting a great deal from me. He had probably been to the 
Comintern and come to me with instructions to persuade me to go to Moscow. 


I answered, “I am very grateful to you for your interest in me, but I intend to go to 
east Manchuria, to the masses. If I go to the Soviet Union and eat Russian bread, I 
may become a pro-Russian, which I do not want. There are many factions 
in Korea such as the M-L group, the Tuesday group, the Seul group and others 
which I find distasteful. I cannot be the same. I shall learn Marxism - Leninism from 
my books.” 


Cha Kwang Su, Pak So Sim and other comrades, too, had once advised me in Toroju 
to go to Moscow, after preparing daily necessities needed in my studying abroad. 


Later in December that year I called a meeting of the leading personnel of the KRA 
and heads of the revolutionary organizations in Wujiazi. The meeting was to review 
the experiences and lessons gained in the struggle to implement the tasks put 
forward at the Kalun Meeting and to expand and develop the revolutionary movement 
as required by the prevailing situation. 


Militarist Japan, resorting to the force of arms, had spurred up her preparations for 
war to seize new colonies and expand her territory by mobilizing all her strength. She 
ruthlessly destroyed anything she found standing in her way. 


We were planning to go to east Manchuria, anticipating Japan’s invasion 
of Manchuria, and to entrench ourselves there to fight against the invasion. In order 
to go to east Manchuria we had to review our activities in the central part 
of Manchuria and take the necessary measures for preparing for an armed struggle, 
and the Wujiazi Meeting was convened for this purpose. 


All the core members of the KRA and heads of the revolutionary organizations 
attended the meeting. Chae Su Hang and many other heads of revolutionary 
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organizations came to Wujiazi from the Jiandao, Onsong and Jongsong areas, 
braving the severe cold of 30 degrees below zero. Many young revolutionaries, who 
had not known one another, became acquainted, exchanged opinions and conducted 
a serious discussion on the future of the Korean revolution. 


The focus of the debate at the meeting was the matter of radically strengthening our 
activities in east Manchuria. We were firmly resolved to move the main theatre of our 
activities to east Manchuria. This was a pressing need in view of the prevailing 
revolutionary situation. That was why I, though staying in Wujiazi, did not forget 
east Manchuria and was waiting impatiently for the day when I could move there. 


At the meeting I also proposed that the preparations for the anti - Japanese armed 
struggle be speeded up and solidarity with the international revolutionary forces be 
strengthened. 


The meeting fully displayed our determination to switch over from the youth and 
student movement and from the underground movement in the rural areas to an 
armed struggle and a decisive offensive against the enemy. While the Kalun Meeting 
had crystallized the will of the Korean nation to defeat Japanese imperialism by force 
of arms and liberate the country, the Wujiazi Meeting reaffirmed that will and 
indicated a shortcut to the theatre of the great war against the Japanese. 


This meeting served as a bridge between the meeting held in Kalun and the 
meetings held in Mingyuegou in the spring and winter of 1931 and the meeting held 
in Songjiang in the same year, meetings which led us young communists to the field 
of the decisive battle against the Japanese imperialists. 


Our youth and student movement finally developed to the stage of the armed 
struggle in the 1930s. Wujiazi played the role of a springboard, so to speak. 


When I was leaving Wujiazi, Mun Jo Yang followed me for 4 kilometres to see me off, 
with tears in his eyes. 


My father said on many occasions that the people of Jiandao had great fighting 
spirit. Having experienced the May 30 Uprising and then the August 1 Uprising, I 
realized that the Koreans in Jiandao had an 

Afterwards this area became the most reliable base of the anti - Japanese war, as 


we had foreseen.
